NEW YORK, March 30.—In 
spite of apparent and actual eco- 
nomic depression and tall talk of 
the decline af the carnival field, 
Greater New York will shortly 
begin to distribute its quota of 
carnivals for the delectation of its 
many millions. 

The so-called hard times, say the 
managers and executives in and around 
the Big City, does its damage in 
the commercial and industrial channels 
as well, but the outdoor amusement 
field is probably less immune from the 
stalking ghost because of the nature of 
its salable matter. They sum up the 
situation by declaring that the flair for 
the midway is eternal and, while affect- 
ed by depression in terms of dollars and 
cents, attendance is as good as ever. 

Many shows are scheduled for early 
inaugurals from this week onward. Wal- 
ter K. Sibley and William J. Bloch’s Em- 
pire State Shows are slated for an open- 
ing April 5 at Wallington, N. J., under 
the Mayor's Relief Committee. Here is 
an instance where a city institution is 
cashing in on the monetary possibilities 
tied in with a carnival engagement. 
Buck’s Empire Shows are down for an 
opening at Passaic, N. J., April 16. K. 
F. Ketchum’'s Bright Way Shows will 
open in or near Paterson, N. J., the lat-

New Employment Agency Bill 
Does Not Hit Show Business 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 30.—The Em- 
ployment Agency Bill passed by the 
Senate Friday, contrary to the im- 
pression that has gone forth, does not 
affect the theatrical booking agencies. 
It is intended to regulate and super- 
vise only what may be termed labor em- 
ployment agencies. 

Provisions of the bill do not ap- 
ply to a theatrical booking office en- 
gaged in booking or contracting for acts, 
artists or attractions for vaudeville per- 
formances, circuses, fairs or motion pic- 
ture presentations, nor to the personal 
representatives, agents or managers of 
such acts or attractions. 

Another bill which would affect the 
theatrical booking offices or agencies 
was introduced by Senator Stephen J. 
Wojtkowiak, Democrat, of Buffalo. This 
measure is in the Senate labor com- 
mittee and no favorable action is ex- 
pected.

Off Palace Talk 


NEW YORK, March 30.—Contrary to 
persistent reports RKO does not intend 
to take the Palace out of its distinctive 
spot as the only straight vaudeville 
house on the circuit. 

Joseph Plunkett, general manager of 
RKO, feels that there is a definite need 
for a house of the Palace’s caliber on 
Broadway. He traces the reports of its 
doom as the Only remaining big-timer 
on the circuit to the few plunges the 
house took in grosses thus far this sea- 
son. Despérate hunt for “names” to 
keep the Palace spots filled, according 
to Plunkett, tends to start tongues wag- 
ging about the possibility of the circuit 
giving it up as a hopeless job.

“Bad Girl” producer wants 50 grand for ticket dis- 
crimination—Postal defense reveals still another form 
of stage censorship—claims show immoral 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Hearing on Robert V. Newman’s 
claims against Postal Telegraph ticket service began yesterday be- 
fore Interstate Commerce Commissioner Peyser and continues today. 
Newman, who started claiming 10 grand, has raised his ante to 50. 
Defense of Postal outfit revealed what amounts to informal censor- 


ship of plays, added to all the rest 
of censorship stuff now assailing 
theater. Newman’s claims against 
Postal Telegraph are based on 
fact that when he brought his pro- 
duction of “Bad Girl” into Hud- 
son Theater on October 2 Postal 
refused to sell tickets thru its 
agency then operating. 

Play lasted two months on Broadway, 
and Newman claims it would have gone 
two or three more is pasteboards had 
been allowed thru regular channels. 

H. Harold Merrick, Postal representa- 
tive at hearing, based defense on en- 
deavor to prove that Bad Girl was im- 
moral, thus revealing Postal’s unauthor- 
ized and informal censorship of shows. 
If Postal contention is upheld, such pri- 
vate censoring thru financial channels 
would be authorized. 

Newman refused to admit any im- 
morality and further argued that such 
immorality had nothing to do with the 
cas2. Fact remained that Postal’s action 
had cost him weeks of business. 

Bad Girl was dramatization of Vina 
Delmar’s novel of same name by Miss 
Deimar and Brian Marlow. It was di- 
rected by Marion Gering, and Sylvia Sid- 
ney and Paul Kelly led cast. 

Show had got into police trouble on 
try-out tour in Bronx because of alleged 
obscenity, and various scenes were cut 
before New York opening.

Objectors See No Value in 
Latticework To Hide Signs 


NEW YORK, March 28.—The bill in 
the New York State Legislature regu- 
lating advertising displays along high- 
ways to the detriment of advertisers by 
reason of involved licenses and taxes, and 
which, in effect, would aggrevate eco- 
nomic conditions by throwing hundreds 
of men out of work, is receiving what 
may be described as an oblique impetus 
by the action of the Long Island State 
Park Commission, which is erecting lat- 
ticework on the State right-of-way in 
front cf “unsightly posters” placed on 
private grounds and fronting the South- 
ern State Parkway. Billboards are thus 
obscured from view, but an explanation 
appears on the latticework in the form 
of a small sign, stating that “this tem- 
porary screen hides a sign defacing the 
Southern State Parkway.” 

The roadside committee of the Long 
Island Chamber of Commerce was one of 


the strong champions of the bill at a re- 
cent hearing before the judiciary com- 
mittee in the New York State Assembly. 
Those close to the source of the situation 
find it hard to decipher the attitude of 
the supporters of the screen idea, which 
presupposes that lattice work, serving no 
apparent useful purpose and stimulating 
no reaction in the lay observer, should be 
less unsightly than billboard displays, 
which students of psychology and experts 
in the field of colors and pictorial de- 
signs declare are definitely helpful and 
stimulating. Dissenters generally point 
out that judicious outdoor displays 
mounted in good taste are business get- 
ters, and that any proposal to eliminate 
or to discourage them will defeat the 
purpose of chambers of commerce, busi- 
ness organizations and other bodies look- 
ing toward increased demand of com- 
modities. 


Post Amendment 
Thru Assembly 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Equity won 
its fight to have actors exempt from pro- 
visions of Wales Law against obscene 
shows when Post amendment to Wales 
bill passed New York State Assembly by 
95 to 40 Monday. Amendment was in- 
troduced by Assemblyman Langdon W. 
Post, with Equity backing. A similar 
bill, also Equity backed, is hanging in 
California, with not as much chance of 
becoming fact. 

Post amendment, as reported last week, 
was tabled on its first assembly hear- 
ing, due to objections. Post, however, 
promised to get it thru present session, 
and he did. Robert EK. Storey, Republi- 
can from Brooklyn, who was then chief 
objector, led the opposition Monday. 
Unfulfilled promises from the theater to 
clean house constituted burden of his 
yowl. Most opposition votes cast by 
Republicans. 

Amendment, as passed, excludes actors, 
musicians, stagehands and _ spectators 
from provisions of padlock bill. In other 
words, when shows are pinched for al- 
leged obscenity no more will Broadway 
crowds be treated to delightful spectacle 
of their favorite performers being hud- 
dled into waiting patrol wagon. 

Similar amendment was passed last 
year and vetoed by Governor Roosevelt. 
No such action, however, is expected this 
time. 


“Student Prince” Held Over 


CHICAGO, March 28. — The Student 
Prince revival, of which much was ex- 
pected here, drew only light attendance 
at the Grand Opera House in its open- 
ing week. So light that it was decided 
to end the engagement at the close of the 
second week. Business has shown such 
an encouraging pickup, however, that the 
engagement has been extended a week. 
Show will close April 4 and My Maryland 
will come in on Easter Sunday. 


Hess Calls Adler East; 
Brown to Coast for RKO

Aside from a report that the society 
collected approximately $2,000,000 in 
license fees last year, and short speeches 
by Gene Buck, president of the Society;

Announcements are made in bold type 
and prominently placed. News items 
devoted to theatrical matters have in- 
creased accordingly.

Unsuitable Photos 
Will Bar Displays 


NEW YORK, March 30.—Acts having 
unsuitable photos while playing for 
RKO will no longer get a photographic 
display in the lobbies of any of the cir- 
cuit’s houses they play. This is the 
latest edict handed down by the head 
of RKO's exploitation department. 

House managers have been instructed 
to go to the extra expense of preparing 
emergency mats that have not got cut- 
out spaces for photographs to be used 
when the vaudeville exploitation depart- 
ment refrains from sending pictures on 
those acts not meeting the photo re- 
quirements. 

Type of photos banned are sepia 
prints, art photos and cartoons. Also 
pictures that do not truly portray the 
type of act being done on the inside. 

Until the exploiteers have rounded up 
all the acts that are playing for RKO, or 
scheduled to play sooner or later, to get 
new pictures, the circuit’s theaters, if 
this ruling is adhered to, will often have 
photographic displays on only part of 
the current bills.

O OPERATE a theater chain suc- 
cessfully one must not only know 
theaters from A to 2, but he must 
know men as well. Harry Arthur, who 
has proved to be the happy selection of 
Harley L. Clarke for this post in the 
Fox organization, knows both. Which is 
the reason that Fox has made progress 
since the Clarke regime came into being. 

A man who is humble and modest is 
an asset to the organization with which 
he is affiliated. Arthur is that, and 
we are tempted to add, almost to his 
own detriment. When Fox’s press de- 
partment started issuing its vigorous 
house organ, The Last Word, it used in 
one of the early issues a photo of 
Arthur, along with other Fox officials, on 
the first page. Arthur honestly resented 
the sincere tribute. And he is by no 
means a bad-looking fellow. That was 
some months ago. He has not forgot- 
ten the incident. He has made his 
stand on the matter so convincing that 
it appears his photo will not be used 
again. A minor affair, we admit, but 
one that brings into relief the personal 
qualities of the man who is responsible 
for the well-being of the huge Fox 
Circuit. 

When Arthur stepped into the. Fox 
general managership he instituted im- 
mediately a plan of operation which 
placed. every house manager on his own 
feet. He recommended not very long 
ago that house executives make them- 
selves important. factors in the activities 
of their communities. He must have 
had the right idea. For along comes 
Publix now with identical thoughts. 

With Arthur at its helm Fox is drift- 
ing away from the old principles of 
picture-chain operation, i. €., using house 
manage”s as building superintendents 


and little more. Publix is also working 
along this line. In both organizations 
there is a gradual trend away from 
operation by remote control from a 
button-pushing home office. Fox, for 
example, regards its home office as a 
suggestion factory, a service organiza- 
tion maintained for the house managers 
placed almost entirely on their own. 
Before George Skouras parted company 
with Warner Brothers something very 
admirable was brewing in this direction. 
But incompatability broke up the 
Skouras-Warner combo, and for all we 
know Warner is now where it started. 

RKO alone is hearkening back to the 
archaic picture-chain methods. Creating 
jobs for supervisors and home-office big- 
gies who each contribute their share 
toward rolling up the nut and also 
pitch in on the grand assault against 
the individual house manager’s initia- 
tive. Science’s greatest discoveries have 
been. made by the hit-and-miss method. 
So there is hope of RKO coming down 
to earth soon and maybe profiting by 
its mistakes. 


VERYTHING possible should be done 

by every performer to make next 
week’s NVA Fund Drive a success. 
On general principles we do not approve 
of the present administration -of the 
NVA. There are thousands of thinking 
performers who feel the same way about 
it. But the drive which will be carried 
on in 2,100 theaters of the country serves 
a nobler purpose than the things con- 
cerned with differences of opinion and 
show business politics. It is designed to 
help unfortunates among us—those who 
are not able to help themselves. Charity 
makes for strange bedfellows, and think- 
ing along these lines we are proud to 
lend our aid to the cause. It makes lit- 
tle difference to us now whether the NVA 
is really an actors’ organization. This 
point can be threshed out after the drive 
goes over the top and the moneys col- 
lected are put to work to help perform- 
ers too old or too sick to plod for them- 
selves. We are digging ourselves out of 
the worst depression in American his-

Gets Kibosh of RKO Bureau 


Janette Hackett deplores efforts of acts to compete with 
films on scenic lines—vaude must supply sheen and 
color lacking in most films, she adds—modernizing foots 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Flat, painted canvas scenery will 
soon be marched out of vaudeville’s nearest exit, trailing after ad- 
vertising curtains. This is consistent with the course being mapped 
out by Janette Hackett, RKO’s embellisher, who, incidentally, is also 


determined to relieve acts of their embellishments. 


has made a particularly fine start 
in her work as head of the cir- 
cuit’s new staging bureau, and has 
not only succeeded in gathering 
to her the whole-hearted support 
of Charles J. Freeman’s staff, but 
is also receiving a sympathetic 
reaction on certain of her ideas 
from the theater operating depart- 


ment. 

Already regarded as the best-informed 
staging and lighting authority in the 
RKO organization, Miss Hackett is 
straining every effort to put her ideas 
on scenery into action. She is dead set 
against flat, painted drops because they 
reveal cheap staging effort in all its 
shoddiness. Miss Hackett says vaudeville 
scenic mounting must be 4mpressionistic 
rather than realistic. Vaudeville is not 
in a position to complete with films in 
employing realistic scenery. It can only 
succeed to any extent in appealing fo 
public taste by offering to the theater- 
goer what films are physically un- 
ecuipped to do. Vaudeville scenery, ac- 
eording to Miss Hackett, should stress 
sheen and color, not attainable in most 
fiums, and in costumes the stress must 
be laid on color and line. 

Henceforward, acts tackled for em- 
bellishment by Miss Hackett will not 
use realistic street drops or interiors. 
The suggestion of these will be brought 
out via drapes and impressionistic fig- 
ures. Miss Hackett declares that flat 
stuff has long been passe, but because 
there has been no systematic regulation 
of the scenery angles many acts have 
been permitted thru neglect to carry on 
with obsolete scenery. In making her 
recommendations to acts on scenery Miss 
Hackett will bear the expense in mind 
and provisions have already been made 
for obtaining modern scenery at com- 
paratively smal! cost. 

iss Hackett warns artists against us- 
ing pale blue or gray in costumes. These 
show vp dirty under lights and detract 
considerably from the appeal of the per. 
former. Another very interesting feature 
of Miss. Hackett’s preliminary work is the 
decision made by the theater operating 
department, at her suggestion, that foot- 
lights in all RKO houses using stage at- 
tractions be supplied with flame-colored 
lights. “Miss Hackett has demonstrated 
convincingly to bookers and theater op- 
erators that this innovation will help to 
show up costumes and settings better. 
In many cases undesirable lines in the 
faces of women performers are obliter- 
ated by the flame-colored section in the 
foots. The work of installing flame-col- 
ored foots will proceed at once. 

When Miss Hackett completes her 
clean-up job on costumes RKO acts will 
no longer be wearing costumes that can 
be classified strictly as stage wardrobe. 
Exceptions will be made only in the case 
of acts given allegorical themes. 


Casino. Boston, Vaudefilm 


BOSTON, March 28.—Waldron’s Casino 
will close its burlesque stock season 
after tonight’s performance and the 
house will reopen April 5 with a vaude- 
film policy. Charles Waldron, operator, 
reveals that he has had a good 34-week 
season with burlesque and expects to 
resume the policy about the middle of 
August.

Golde Will Lose 
91, Publix Weeks 


NEW YORK, March 30.—Nine and a 
half weeks booked by Lawrence Golde, 
of the William Morris office, will be 
scratched off his books about the latter 
part of April. These dates represent the 
major portion of the Golde columns and 
are made up of Saenger and Publix 
houses located in the South. Their 
going out is due to the approach of the 
summer months and the latter part of 
April is considered the end of the sea- 
son. 

Golde got the houses from Publix this 
season when the circuit conceived the 
idea cf bolstering weak films with 
“flesh”. The dates range from one to 
four-day stands and are scattered over 
States of Texas, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Florida, Louisiana and Georgia. The 
Plan is understood to have worked out 
profitably so far and it is expected that 
the policy will be resumed next season. 


Indie agents considered it a lifesaver 
when Golde got the nine and a half 
weeks, and their going out will be a 
hard blow. With indie conditions as 
they are, the Golde office was a fairly 
good source of revenue to the unfran- 
chised agents.

NEW YORK, March 30—Warner has 
seven new houses under construction 
and three sites under consideration. Poli- 
cies have not been definitely determined 
for all, but the majority will use stage 
shows and films. ; 

The Warner, Erie, Pa., has been com- 
pleted and will open April 10. The War- 
ner, Milwaukee, is scheduled to open 
May 1. The corner-stone ceremonies for 
the Warner, Youngstown, were held last 
week and the house is expected to open 
May 15. Dave Robbins is supervising 
construction and will manage the house 
when it is completed. 

The Warner, Morgantown, W. Va., is 
expected to open June 1. The Warner, 
Torrington, Conn., has been completed, 
but the opening has been postponed to 
July 1. The Wilshire, Hollywood, 2,500 
seater, is under construction and will 


open in August with films and Roxy type 
of stage shows. Work on the Warner, 
Nashville, with a 14-story office building 
annex, has just been begun. It will be 
ready in 1932. 


Three sites have been definitely chos- 
en for new Warner houses. A theater 
will be built in the shopping district of 
Baltimore. It will be a 3,000 seater with 
a stage and film policy. Another will be 
built in Hackensack, N. J., and one in 
Perth Amboy, N. J. 


Warner's construction activity has been 
encouraged by the unusually low cost of 
building and by their preference to 
building new houses rather than buying 
old ones. This preference is due to the 


high cost of maintenance and repair of 
old houses and the fact that a house be- 
comes obsolete in less than 10 years.

Squib in house organ tells 
managers to concentrate on 
other exploitation angles 


NEW YORK, March 30. — 
Credited with being the pioneer 
among the major circuits in the 
matter of enlisting community 
good will by personal activities of 
its house managers, RKO has ap- 
parently decided in at least one 
respect to annul this procedure. 
In a recent issue of “The Voice of 
RKO”, the circuit’s house organ, 
appeared a box article touching on 
this matter and alleged to have 
been written by E. M. Orowitz, 
head of the vaudeville exploitation 
department. 

The article follows: 

“Inviting vaudeville artists to service 
club luncheons, such as the Rotary, 
Kiwanis, Lions, etc., has been done for 
years. When the idea was first 
launched it brought valuable news- 
paper mention in the story reporting 
the event. But not now. Therefore, 
utilize the co-operative services of your 
vaudeville artists in exploitation cam- 
paigns which will bring publicity in 
the news columns. Why take artists to 
a luncheon to entertain 60 prospective 
customers? The theater really gets 
nothing and the artist a bow! of soup.”

Placed in Stratton’s Hands @ 


Circuit regards drive as success—-future trend toward 
making “cuts” fits individuals rather than carrying out 
general instructions—soft pedal on spice of smart acts 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Chester M. Stratton has been placed 
by Charles J. Freeman in complete charge of RKO’s stage censorship 
machinery. It will be up to him henceforward to enforce the cir- 
cuit’s “cut” orders, working in with house and divisional managers 
and the coed critics who are responsible to James H. Turner. 


RKO is of the opinion that the latest 
clean-up drive, now four weeks old, is 
getting results. The total number of 
“cuts” ordered this week is 25, about 
half the number of the three previous 
weeks. Altho RKO is not less determined 
than before to clean up its stages, the 
future trend in its internal censorship 
process will be toward the application of 
common sense rather than the carrying 
out of written orders along general lines. 
It is felt around the office that the wide 
publicity given the latest drive in the 
trade papers is not redounding to the 
circuit’s good. For RKO to make an issue 
too often of acts using dirt will give the 
impression, it is feared, that the circuit 
admits its shows are dirty and need 
cleaning up. 


It is likely that the circuit may have 
to revert eventually to the old censorship 
principle of making the individual act 
serve as the index of censorship regula- 
tion. To ban the use of certain material 
that can be cleverly and inoffensively 
handled by one performer and clumsily 
handled by another would deprive the 
circuit’s stages of the kind of spice they 
need to retain pubtic interest. Stratton 
will refrain from issuing general bans on 
material and business in the future.

Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Danc- 
ing and singing. Setting — In three 
(cyc.). Time—Eighteen minutes. 

This is the vaudeville debut of Dor- 
Othy Stone. Of a famous family, Dor- 
othy is one of those blessed creatures 
whose talents did not have to go thru 
an aging process before being’ exploited 
in lights on the main stem. As soon as 
Dorothy wag ripe for the assignment she 
stepped right in with Papa Fred in Step- 
ping Stones back in 1923. An imposing 
list of musicals followed. She was co- 
starred in Criss Cross with Will Rogers 
when Fred Stone was laid up for some 
time as the result of an airplane mis- 
hap. Coming to the ace house Miss 
Stone is referred to in program billing 
simply as “One of ‘The Stepping 
Stones’”. This is in line with RKO's 
modernized billing policy. We can see 
one advantage: It saves type and paper. 

Miss Stone has a huge following on 
the main stem and on the road. Which 
makes nothing more than a fragmentary 
routine necessary. Which is just what 
this act is. Without the Stone “name”, 
however, the act would stiil be consid- 
erably more than a playable one. But 
not universally a topliner; a circum- 
stance that finds repetition in the acts 
used to exploit musical comedy “names” 
in vaudeville almost all the time. 

Before Miss Stone made her appear- 
ance at this performance Jack McLallen, 
acting as emsee, introduced Fred Stone 
from the audience. This wasn’t fair to 
the girl in more ways than one. She 
came in for a big ovation on entrance 
anyway. Miss Stone's partner is Charles 
Collins, a swell dancer and formerly 
teamed with Nitza Vernille. Both do 
bits at the opening from Jack o’ Lantern 
and Miss Stone follows with Liza trom 
Stow Girl, one of her shows. Oollins 
gets a spot with Do What You Do from 
the same show. After a round of sing- 
dance preliminaries by the team and 
Ralph Tomlinson, the pianist, Miss Stone 
and Collins wind up with waltz varia- 
tions based_on themes supplied by The 
Red Mill. This last is the punchiest fea- 
ture of the turn. It brought Miss Stone 
a Joud and prolonged reception.

It should not be long before Eddie 
Garr gets a choice spot at the Palace 
and ther over the long RKO intact 
route at good money. That is, provided 
nothing better crops up for Eddie and 
on condition, also, that RKO is wide 
awake to what is going on on the out- 
side. They tell us Garr is not unknown 
as an m. c. and feature with band acts, 
but this is his first recorded venture as 
a single. In assembling an act of “name” 
imitations, Garr picked a tough assign- 
ment for himself in this much-abused 
field. But this boy has real talent and 
a brand of showmanship that cries for 
show-stops. So it’s going to be easy 
for him as long as his energy holds out. 
Garr works hard and always to gdod 
effect. 

Starts comparatively mild with typical 
emsee gabbing. Then he steps, and not 
badly. The imitations begin with a gor- 
geous piece of Jack Oakie mugging. 
From this point on the whole act is a 
string of imitated specialties, several be- 
ing brief and serving as sequence links 
for the longer ones. Garr is swell in 
his Ted Lewis takeoff, just as good in a 
Frisco stutter and gag and well set for 
show-stopping bows in the serio-comic 
treatment of Rudy Vallee’s megaphonic 
croonitg. Back after the bends, Garr 
won unusually strong response with a 
rendition of Louise in Chevalier style. 
His big moment is the 
Jimmy Durante singing Jimmy, the Well- 
Dressed Man. For this Eddie wears a 
battered felt hat and a detachable 
schnozzle that must have been made 
from a mold formed by Jimmy's own 
peninsula. This got him a wild show- 
stop when he was really ready to quit. 
Back again, Garr did a Harold Lloyd im- 
pression that brought on another show- 
stop. Two of them from this critical 
audience mean more than a dozen from 
the overrated wise mob at the Palace. 
This act will bring Garr “name” rating 
and the dough that comes with it.

classics of low dialect comedy, Hungarian 
Rhapsody and Doctor Kronkheit. The 
few times it misses fire are when an ob- 
vious attempt is made to turn Smith 
and Dale into a combo other than Smith 
and Dale. Fortunately, this does not 
occur often enough to mar the general 
effect to an appreciable extent. 

In S. S. Malaria the redoubtable 
pair are cloak-and-sulters Europe bovfid. 
First we see them in the passport office, 
spying a pair of frails and deciding that 
their destination will be Paris after 
learning that the girls are set to go 
there. The heavy laugh scene is on the 
steamer’s deck and the third and_ final 
spasm is enacted in the stateroom of the 
misfits in Snootyland. For one brief 
moment Dale puts on his excited falsetto 
and the result is a miniature riot. Pro- 
visions should have been made for more 
of this. The Misses Mann and Carples 
play the roles of pleasure ladies nicely 
and Pitkin fills in for brief character 
bits in several places. In the next-to- 
closing spot here the act held its own 
easily. The punch line used for the cur- 
tain cue is too well- known as a Palace 
gag in several other forms to warrant 
its use by a team with a rep for origi- 
nality in material. Didn’t seem to make 
much difference anyway. E. E. S.

How long Peggy Hopkins Joyce will 
remain in vaudeville rests with whether 
b. 0. possibilities will overcome enter- 
tainment capabilities. Her Moment, vehi- 
cle by Russell Medcraft, staged by Eddie 
Sobel, is so inane as to appear as nothing 
but a reason for Miss Joyce to make a 
personal appearance. There is no punch 
nor subtlety to the stereotyped plot, and 
only one real laugh. This is between 
the lines when w. k. blonde refers to her 
impending marriage to an English blue- 
blood as “my first real opportunity”. 

That she will draw is a foregone con- 
clusion. Men will flock to see her to 
try to fathom what there is about Miss 
Joyce that could have caused so many 
millionaires to shop for wedding rings. 
Women, besides attending on that 
count, will also go to learn things. 
Neither will succeed. 

For the men, however, Miss Joyce puts 
on a gam and body display in the first 
few minutes of the sketch when she 
strips a trailing negligee of peach tint to 
stepins. Later, and for the remainder of 
her act, she is on in black pajamas and a 
12-inch cigaret holder. 

Plot of the sketch concerns Mis 
Joyce’s attempt to learn whether the 
suitor really loves her by putting on a 
slangy front when he brings his mother 
to see his blonde love. This is preceded 
by her maid tipping her off that he had 


- been inquisitive about her social and 


character background. 

Of the supporting cast, the maid and 
mother are best and deserve billing men- 
tion. All except the mother were con- 
tinuously fumbling the lines here.

Vincent Lopez 
And His 
ST. REGIS ORCHESTRA 

Reviewed at the Palace. Style-—Or- 
chestra, singing and dancing. Setting— 
Full stage (specials). Time — Thirty- 
three minutes. 

Lopez is a hardy perennial ye 
“name” band species. Following a ace 
date with the Hotei St. Regis outfit just 
two years ago he almost faded into ob- 
security. But he made a quick pickup via 
regular hotel work and mike tieups. Now 
Lopez is back asa heavily-touted “name”, 
while most of the youngsters who arose 
to usurp his place are back where they 
started. Lopez's stubborn hold on fame 
rests oh his musical ingenuity, the ex- 
cellence of his band combination and a 
distinctive brand of showmanship that 
gets results without the blatant methods 
adopted by many other maestros. 

For this date the Lopez outfit is aug- 


mented to 15 men, four of whom concen- 
trate on vocal harmonizing. There are 
also Theodore, Enrica and Novello, that 
classy dance trio already well known to 
Palace audiences, but who don't rate 
billing on this occasion according to the 
indubitably modern standards adopted 
by RKO’s vaudeville exploitation depart- 
ment. 

The Palace has been the host to the 

best and biggest bands of the field, so 
it would be rather inaccurate to state 
that this latest Lopez effort is a world 
beater. But it runs the best of them a 
close race and in many respects, particu- 
larly from the musical angle, has no 
competition. Besides, several scenic ef- 
fects are introduced which make it 
difficult to forget Lopez for a long time 
to come. 
' With the cyc. painted to represent the 
exterior of the famous Sloppy Joe’s in 
Havana the band tees off with a swell 
arrangement of The Peanut Vendor. The 
next ensemble piece is When Your Lover 
Has Gone. Rose of Seville is the theme of 
Theodore, Enrica and Novello’s typical 
number, and then comes a medley of 
three pop. items. Lopez drew a show- 
stopping hand with Woman in the Shoe 
at the piano, and then did Nola as an 
impromptu encore. 

The RCA Theremin, an electromusical 
device that came into vogue as a concert 
novelty about three years ago, is played 
by remote hand-waving control in the 
next spot by Eugene Henry. The big 
holler in this edition of Lopez vaudeville 
entertainment is a number called Steel. 
It is played in six modernistic sequences, 
each dotted by a development in the 
scenic structure. Starts with a backdrop 
representation of a blast furnace and 
proceeds thru Assembly, The Riveter, 
Progress, Completion and Man’s Loftiest 
Achievement, the last a cutout of the 
Empire State Building with a zep steer- 
ing for the much-publicized mooring 
mast. Lopez finished with St. Louis 
Dines, and to a decisive showstop. Was 
on third here. EE. 6. 


Grace Johnson 

Reviewed at the Fordham. Style— 
Singing. Setting—In one. Time—Fij- 
teen minutes. 

As a recruit from the recent Publix 
unit, Putt Putt, Grace Johnson shows up 
as an adequate warbling single. She is 
right for the deuce spots of the families. 
Besides possessing neat blues pipes and 
a keen personality for better selling, she 
backs it up with trim looks set off by a 
very attractive black and white gown. 

Miss Johnson's repertoire is suitable, 
altho she taxes herself by 15 minutes of 
straight singing. A couple of minutes 
off would help, and that could be done 
by trimming the long drunk special. In 
this number, she holds nicely to her 
characterization and sells the song. Bit 
is tagged by I Wonder Why These Things 
Keep Going Around.

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Herk Declares 
BurlesqueWar 


Everything set for takeover 
of Liberty in opposish to 
Minsky and Rudnick 


NEW YORK, March 28.—I. H. 
Herk and Billy Minsky have been 
unable to come to terms about a 
participation agreement in regard 
to the operation of Minsky & 
Weinstock’s Republic. Which 
means that the declaration of the 
long-threatened Times Square 
war between Mutual and the 
Minsky outfit has been made. 

From a highly authentic source it has 
been learned that final articles will be 
signed some time today for the acquisi- 
tions of the Liberty Theater by Herk’s 
group. No date has been set for an 
opening and it has not yet been de- 
termined whether Mutual will operate 
the former legitimate house as a straight 
burlesque stand or augmented by films. 

Should Minsky open at the Liberty it 
will mean that West 42d street will be 
mine host to three burlesque houses. 
The Liberty is situated next door (on the 
east) to the Eltinge, operated by Max 
Rudnick, and between that house and 
the Republic. The latter has the best 
spot on the street, being several doors 
away from the busy Seventh avenue 
corner. 

The Republic has been holding up 
nicely since opening as a two-a-day 
proposition. Rudnick found it hard get- 
ting started at the Eltinge with the 
burlyfilm grind, but is now reported go- 
ing on an even keel. 

If finally closing on the Liberty, Herk 
will undoubtedly strain every resource 
to put the house over. The best of 
Mutual's stage and producing talent will 
be enlisted and every conceivable method 
of ballyhoo will be brought into play. 
Burly cxperts declare that the transient 
42d street trade is not strong enough to 
support three stock houses. With Herk 
coming in, the three-cornered battle 
therefore will be one to the death, they 
assert.

Circuit Reviews 


Palm Beach Scandals 


(Reviewed Monday Evening, March 16, 
at the Star, Brooklyn) 

Fresh from the rehearsal hall, Palm 
Peach Scandals, put on for Mutual by 
Billy Fields and Chuck Callahan, looks 
like it will be a presentable show after 
this opening week. This is the first of 
Mutual latter-season crop caught by this 
reviewer. While not always apparent 
there is concrete evidence, if one !00ks 
for it, of trimming fin production ccsts. 
Not as much in principals’ salaries, how- 
ever, as in scenic fixings. And in the 
latter respect it is conceivable that we 
have here a erand reunion of sets and 
crops that have done duty for Herk’'s 
outfit for several seasons. 

One would imagine that Mutua] might 
take advantage of the fresh start made 
by the 10-week emergency circuit to 
clean up its shows. Palm Beach Scan- 
dals is only one out of 10 and cannot 
serve as a criterion, but it at least in- 
dicates a trend. Show is not clean, but 
one must be fair and comment that at 
least ‘its dirt does not outdistance its 
broad humor, This show is better than 
the average stock bill ome is likely to 
catch around here. And to the burly 
operator looking for something to keep 
them interested this is a factor that 
must be dealt with. 

Like Diogenes, who carried on a fruit- 
less search for an honest man, this re- 
porter is still looking for a burly show 
including in its routine at least one 
new scene. Palm Beach Scandals serves 
to chalk up another failure. Besides, 
it might be interesting to record that 
this marks at least the 10th time in 
that many weeks that the Pineapple 
Growers scene has been caught in a 
burly show. Version used here is not 
hampered by double-entendre. It hits 
you right between the eyes. And it 
doesn’t help Herk any in his alleged 
efforts to clean up the field. - 

Chuck Callahan and Billy Fields are 
the comics, carrying on along familiar 
lines. Both are burly funsters of the 
first rank. Fields does a drunk scene, 
programed here as His Night Out, 
which was carried in almost identical 
form over vaude circuits for several 
seasons by George Broadhurst. Don’t 
ask us who's grabbing from who. Frank- 
ly, we don’t know. But Fields stopped 
the show with it, and in a 1931 burly 
layout where show-stops are usually re- 
served for strip women, that’s doing 
something. 

Holly Leslie, with plenty of brawn and 
girth and a baritonic warble, plays a 
good character straight, and also very 
helpful in scenes is Larry Clark, who 
is classified in Mutual’s casting files 
as a character juve. Callahan and Clark 
do a Shaw and Lee specialty that went 
into two encores on this occasion. Num- 
ber is rough and unpolished, but it can 
be developed into something big with 
some o1iginal twists thrown in. 

On the ladies’ list are Ann Meyers, 
hefty talking woman, whose assumed 
coarseness is more often amusing than 
not; blondish Bebe Almond, Ann Myers, 
Charlotte LaBarr (last caught as La- 
Burr), Lillian Dixon and Virginia Muzio, 
rather overrated as an added attraction. 
There are stripping numbers and teasers 
and a plentitude of grinding and bump- 
ing. There are about 20 in a fair chorus. 
Performance caught revealed the line 
just about near the required finish in 
stage routines, which exploit nothing 
that is novel. 

An added attraction on this date is 
a troupe of five hill-billies. Usual 
freak singing and music of American 
peasants. Four boys and girl were mild 
in starting, but wound up like a house 
afire. They paraded off to a show-stop 
Show ran somewhat over the allotted 
time, but trimming is the easiest job 
in burlesque. Business just about for 
a Monday night. SUGAR. 


Fun and Frivolity 


(Reviewed Monday Evening, March 23, at 
the Gayety, Brookly7) 

Harold Raymond, managing this house 
for Sam Raymond, doesn’t take any 
chances on Mutual’s economy shows. He 
has Tom Bundy, the house embellisher, 
work in on the staging of the scenes, 
and Paul Kane is delegated by him to 
fix up the runway numbers. Also his 
house chorus of six blond nifties aug- 
ment the show's line of 16. Scenery 
caught at this performance consisted 
mostly of house stuff, with about three 
pieces coming from the Mutual store- 
house. Even among the principals there 
is considerably more than a local touch. 
Harry Evanson, boob comic, and Murray 
Leonard, booming-voiced straight, en- 
liven the gab sessions as house recruits, 
and in strips Mae Brown and Edna Dee, 
also from the house staff, are stand- 
outs. 

Fun and Frivolity might be a pretty 
slim proposition when it hits the other 
Houses on the 10-week route, but at the 
Gayety it lines up as a presentable unit. 
John Grant, as good a straight as there 
is available in burlesque today, put on 
the dialog, and Billy Koud, his old 
teammate at the Jamaica, did a satis- 
factory job of the numbers. The show 
has a drawn-out opening, which serves 
to introduce most of the principals for 
brief specialties. The scenes are along 
the usual lines, as might be expected, 
but here is one show that does not ex- 
ploit several of the bits that have been 
doing heavy duty around here. In three 
bits the company principals and Ray- 
mond's own staff work together neatly, 
which is a tribute to the initiative em- 
ployed in assembling the augmented 
show for this date. 

Regular comics are Harry Seymour, 
doing his low Dutch, and Tommy Miller, 
whose characterization touches closely 
on a hobo. Harry Van is a character 
straight who makes himself very useful. 
Grant and Leonard are a high-powered 
straight combo, and if going on thru a 
route in any show would represent 
about the best around. 

Girl principals are Helen Forrest, 
blond stripper with plenty of pep; 
Billie Charbonau, of the brunet species; 
Virginia Jones, a hefty blonde, good for 
plenty of recalls in strips, and Kitty 
Warren, ingenue stripper and talking 
woman. 

Show has free-and-easy lines and very 
strong on nude displays, about four 
Scenes and numbers taking these in. In 
one scene four girls do an outright 
bust strip, but carried on without 
clowning and part of a dramatic se- 
quence with Grant as the he-man in a 
Chinese joint and Van as the chink 
procurer. They'll have to cut these in 
several of the towns on the route. 

Mutual puts its foot down on dirt in 
its carpeted offices, but it’s a different 
proposition in the shcws, apparently. 
But I. H. Herk eases cut gracefully by 
leaving the dirt matter to the discretion 
of managers. Which implies that, un- 
der the present system of censorship, the 
rep of burlesque—and its future — is 
in the hands of the men out in the 
field. This show is by no means the 
worst offender. But it serves to illus- 
trate the point. If burlesque is aiming 
for the scum of its communities how 
long will burlesque last? The answer 
will be given sooner than some burly 
bosses imagine. SUGAR. 


Ryan at Irving Place 


NEW YORK, March 30.—Ed Ryan, with 
Mutual for some years, is now in com- 
plete charge of productions at the Irving 
Place, an additional assignment to his 
supervision of the 10 circuit shows. He 
started last Monday (March 23), and 
the first of his shows opened today. 
Charlies Burns r@émains as manager of 
the house in charge of its operation. 


Fifth Avenue 
Into Burlesque 


NEW YORK, March 30, — Proctor’s 
Fifth Avenue has been leased by Charles 
Bragg for burlesque stock and is slated 
to open today with a two-a-day pol- 
icy and a cast of 15 principals and 24 
chorines. Bragg, who formerly operated 
the Gayety, Pittsburgh, and was with 
the Columbia Amusement Company for 
Many years, acquired the lease from the 
FP. FP. Proctor Holding Corporation. 

Bragg leased the house after the 
Fidanza Brothers had planned to put 
burlesque stock there starting March 21. 
They had arranged with the previous 
lessee whereby they would be subtenants, 
but their plans fell thru when Bragg 
leased the theater. Fidanza Brothers 
had been rehearsing a show for two 
weeks. 

Lease acquired by Bragg deprives him 
of putting shows into the house the 
first four Sundays. A previous arrange- 
ment had been effected with the Mau- 
rice Schwartz Yiddish Players for those 
days.

Company on Coast

Clark, Eddie Collins, Al Golden Jr., Don 
Trent, Mary Sunde and Leona White. 
Grove Franks is number producer. 

Pete Dalton, manager of the company, 
is slated to take the whole show soon to 
Mexico City. They will be there for 16 
weeks, with engagements in Havana and 
Sydney, Australia, to follow.

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Arthur Hammerstein Files 
Voluntary Bankruptcy Claim 


But move is seen as indication that he will produce again 
next year—liabilities $1,649,136 and assets $53,083 
—$5.77 in bank—talks of comeback 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Arthur Hammerstein, one of the lead- 
ing musical comedy producers, Thursday went into voluntary bank- 
ruptcy in Brooklyn Federal Court. Hammerstein, after the $3,000,000 
“Rose-Marie”, hit a string of turkeys culminating in this season’s 
“Luana” and “Ballyhoo”, on each of which he dropped $500,000. 


“Song of the Flame” and “Golden 
Dawn” in previous seasons also 


helped. 

Even Sweet Adeline, which packed 
them in at capacity for weeks, failed to 
work off its nut. Also helping in finan- 
cial failure was Hammerstein’s erection 
of Hammerstein Theater and office build- 
ing at Broadway and 53d street, built 
with profits of Rose-Marie in honor of 
Oscar Hammerstein, his father. 

For period of years since Rose-Marie 
Hammerstein has been taking it on the 
chin to tune of about $3,000,000. When 
Ballyhoo, which was put on to recoup 
losses of Luana, did quick nosedive, he 
announced his permanent retirement 
from managerial field. 

Present move, however, is seen as in- 
dication that next season he will be pro- 
ducing again. It cleans him up finan- 
cially and allows him to make fresh 
start. Tying up is fact that rumors have 
him contemplating musical version of 
Camille in fall, with Helen Morgan in 
lead. While it may not be Camille, 
voluntary bankruptcy makes it look as 
tho it would be something. 

Hammerstein's liabilities were listed at 
$1,649,136, but most of this is included in 
debt to Manufacturers Trust Company 
and will be wiped up when company 
takes possession of building and theater 
and sells them. Unsecured total is 
$314,136, of which 140 grand is in un- 
tried claims. Actual debts only $174,136, 
biggest of which are $21,173 and $28,174 
to Eames, Schneider and Blythe for cos- 
tuming Ballyhoo and Luana. 

Assets are $12,000 owed by Howard 
Emmett Rogers on loan, $41,677 judg- 
ment against Oliver Bailey for rent on 
Republic Theater and $5.77 left in bank. 

Hammerstein says he is glad things are 
finally settled, and that in couple of 
years he'll be back stronger than he ever 
was. Which further nullifies statement 
of permanent retirement. 


Kearney Play to Boston April 13 


NEW YORK, March 28—The Patch 
has been selected as new title for Robert 
Vv. Newman's production of Patrick 
Kearney’s play, formerly known as Old 
Man Murphy. Play is scheduled to open 
at Plymouth Theater, Boston, April 13. 
Another Newman production, Front 
Money, by George Holland, is slated for 
rehearsals middle of April. 


“Subway Express” Leaves 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Subway Er- 
press ends long road tour in Flatbush 
tonight. Decision to close came sud- 
denly, with future bookings scrapped. 


Lone Wolf Jessel 


NEW YORK, March 28.—George Jessel, 
who ‘eturns to producing some time dur- 
ing summer with production of M. C., 
play about master of ceremonies sched- 
uled to be written by himself and Ed- 
ward Childs Carpenter, will write opus 
alone and unassisted.

NEW YORK, March 28—With 
competition in apple selling mount- 
ing, some of the wiser boys have 
put their minds to work to attract 
attention and sales.

Impromptu Authors Group 
To Hold First Spasm at Guild 


NEW YORK, March 28. — Tomorrow 
night on the stage of the Guild Theater 
will come the first public presentation 
of a new group of allegedly serious 
thinkers, who have decided to do away 
with playwrights. 

Name of group is Impromptu, and 
they intend to present a series of short 
plays without benefit of author. In 
other words, a bumch of impromptuists 
will climb on the Guild stage in front 
of an audience and go along making up 
liner. It sounds as tho it would be hard 
on the impromptuists. But think of the 
audience. 

Group is led by medico from Vienna 
named J. L. Moreno, and is interested in 
stage only as one means of “interpreting 
and elaborating a philosophy of the cre- 
ator as an anti-mechanical corrective to 
our age.” Translating, Moreno and his 
passionate pilgrims feel that even stage 
there days is too stuffy and mechanical 
and leaves too little to creation of in- 
dividual performers. They're out to 
remedy the condition. 

Theory they present is so like that in 
Out of a Blue Sky, by Hans Chlumberg 
(also Of Vienna), that one must have 
been reading too much of the other. It 
doesn't matter which. 


Tomorrow at Guild, in order to avoid 
suspicion that they’ve prepared any- 
thing and so made concessions to this 
mechanical age, they intend to act out 
news events that are reported in morn- 
ing’s paper. Creative poet faces cast 
before audience and gives them general 
outlines of plot. Then they go ahead 
and do the rest. 


After news events have had their try 
Impromptu threatens to act out any 
plot suggested by anybody in audience— 
if there is any audience by that time. 


They claim—and with some justice— 
that watching a play in which every- 
thing is bound to come out in a fore- 
ordained way isn’t half as exciting as 
watching a play in which no one—not 
even actors—know just what will hap- 
pen next. It also releases inhibitions 
of those who take part. Impromptu 
should have come to Guild while it was 
sheltering Nina Leeds and Strange In- 
terlude. 

Altho this is first public appearance 
here, cult is said to have wide popu- 
larity in Europe. Moreno founded it in 
Vienna in 1910. 

Dramatists’ Guild reports no undue 
excitement among members. 


Board Busy 
On Jury Plan 


Goes to Crain, Mulrooney 
for approval—Mastick of- 
fers to withdraw bill 


NEW YORK, March 28.— 
Conference Board of the Theater 
is busy drawing up draft of play 
jury plan to submit to District At- 
torney Crain and Police Commis- 
sioner Mulrooney. If they ap- 
prove—and indications are that 
they certainly will—united thea- 
ter swings into action on scheme 
which is intended to censor stage 
from within and so avoid outside 
censorship. 

Plan is for pley jury of seven members, 
four from panel nominated by civic or- 
ganizations and one each from Equity, 
Dramatists’ Guild and Managers’ Theater 
League. Jury would review questionable 
plays, and recommendations would then 
be made to producers. 

Board, of course, would act solely in 
warning capacity, and if warning re- 
mained unheeded, case would be turned 
over to authorities, who would proceed 
under provisions of present Wales Law. 

State Senator Mastick, who introduced 
bill to provide for State censorship of all 
plays by board under State department 
of education, said that if Crain and Mul- 
rooney approve of theater’s plan for self- 
regulation he would withdraw his bill,

would work out. 
Conference Board meets Monday to 
draw up draft. 


No “Greenwich Follies” Yet; 
Green & Gensler Blacklisted 


NEW YORK, March 28.—Rumors this 
week that Green & Gensler, whose last 
musical, The Gang’s All Here, flopped to 
the tune of more than a hundred and 
a half grand, would shortly revive The 
Greenwich Village Follies are greatly ex- 
aggerated, to put it mildly. Firm is still 
blacklisted in Equity on claims against 
them for Gang, with small likelihood of 
cleaning them up in near future. 

Total claims in Equity on Gang total 
around 10 grand. There is question of 
failure to post closing notice week be- 
fore show folded, and besides that, some 
of principals were for run of play and 
rate extra week on salaries. 


“Little Show” for Music Box 


NEW YORK, March 28.—The Third 
Little Show, like the first, will play New 
York engagement in the Music Box. 
April opening is now pretty definitely 
off and show is due in some time late 
in May. Talk has it that Ernest Truex 
has been hired to costar with Beatrice 
Lillie in piece. Napi, his present show, 
closes tonight. 

When Little Show moves into Music 
Box Once in a Lifetime, now there, will 
move out to make a summer run of it 
at some other house. 


“Privilege Car” for Talkies 


NEW YORK, March 28.—During com- 
ing week Privilege Car, Abraham & Fields 
production at 48th Street Theater, will 
be viewed by various movie outfits with 
screening in mind, Among them Warner 
Brothers. 
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NCE upon a time, believe it or not, 
actors and actresses drew applause 
from the critics thru their ability 


te act. Now, it would seem, the kudos 
go to anyone who appears on the stage 
and manages to be his or her self in 
public. The less of acting that shows 
thru the process the greater will be the 
critical hosannas in the morning prints 
—and the afternoon prints for that mat- 
ter. Anything like a calculated effect 
or an intelligently studious reading is 
immediately put down as either hoke 
or wooden. Let the performer forget 
about the part in hand and merely be 
natural before an audience. 


The examples of what seems to at 
least one reviewer to be a pernicious 
critical quirk are spread all over the 
length and breadth of the theater. There 
was Harry Rosenthal, for instance, a 
piano player who created an immense 
sensation when he went on the stage in 
June Moon last year and pretended 
that he was qa piano player. Or there 
was Hope Williams, a society girl of a 
certain type, who arduously represented 
a society girl of the same type in a 
brace of Philip Barry’s plays. There are 
plenty more. ‘ 

And the practice goes even deeper. 
Take such a universally acclaimed pre- 
tender as Katharine Cornell, who is now 
displaying her beauty—always referred 
to as glamorous—in The Barretts of 
Wimpole Street at the Empire. She 
merely has to emote a bit in a repressed 
and—to follow the press agents and the 
critics—highly glamorous fashion—and 
she has the town by the ears. It doesn’t 
matter what role she happens to be in; 
she merely has to indulge her darkling 
fury and the wise boys of the press are 
at her feet. 


To the knowledge of this scribe she 
has never tried to interpret a part—at 
least not so anybody in the audience 
could notice it—in the entire latter part 
of -her career. And he retains grave 
doubts as to her ability to do so. But 
it doesn’t seem to matter—she can wring 
her hands in a way to wring the hearts 
of her enthralled serfs on the orchestra 
chairs, and they go to the housetops to 
proclaim her America’s greatest actress. 
Yet she has never been anything ex- 
cepting Miss Cornell. Try to imagine 
her playing Juliet, Lady Teazle, Belvi- 
dera, Ophelia and heroines of modern 
Plays in rapid succession, as did the 
stage ladies of another generation Those 
characters, it is to be feared, would all 
emerge merely as Miss Cornell. 


The lady of glamour is not the only 
example of this sort of thing, but she 
happens to be one of the most outstand- 
ing. A good three-fourths of our pres- 
ently better known thespians would 
come in the frame category. 

In a great measure the situation is 
due to a lessening of mechanical equip- 
ment and a lessening in ardor of train- 
ing for those who want tg go on the 
stage. The total result is a lessening of 
what seems to your scribe to be art. 
The present mode, it is true, is perhaps 
more natural; perhaps it induces a 
preater amount of belief in the minds 
of the customers. And then again, per- 
haps not. For the stage’s bounds of 
credence are not those of real life, and 
its effects are different. They're bound 
to be. And it’s just possible that they 
require a different treatment. 


Be that as it may, the current crop 
of acting, as acting, Is mainly con- 
spicuous by its absence. Our mummers 
strut and fret—in fact, they do a great 
ceal too much of both those things— 
but they seek mainly to express them- 
selver and not the character at hand. 
It would seem to the pessimistic that 
thru their training. or lack of it, most 
of them are incapable of the latter.

tween the youth and his far-from-ten- 
der love bird, and he strangles her. 

His father brings up the ghost of more 
movies and plays than your scribe can 
remember offhand by trying to save him. 
It is on papa that suspicion rests, and 
the second act is the baronet’s trial at 
the Old Bailey, theoretically relieved by 
some cockney comedy. Sir Austin—for 
that, dear reader, is his name—has his 
really perfect alibi shot by a vigorous 
prosecuting attorney, sees the meshes 
drawing close, if not about him, at least 
about his son, and confesses on the stand 
to the crime he never committed. 

Third act shows the somewhat remi- 
niscent scene of father and son each in- 
sisting upon his own guilt, each to save 
the other. At the crucial moment a hith- 
erto silent witness makes his appear- 
ance and gives a solution which, out of 
courtesy, this reviewer will not reveal. 
Secrecy seems rather futile, however, for 
it all manages to be obvious enough. 

Greatest drawback to this type of 
courtroom mystery melodrama is the 
fact that not the slightest bit of excite- 
ment can be aroused, even in the biggest 
moments. For the audience—if it has 
even a shouting acquaintance with its 
Broadway—knows that the obvious ex- 
planation is never the final one, and that 
the good and true character on trial for 
his life never has the slightest chance of 
being convicted. And since audience ex- 
citement seems to be the aim of the 
play, it all makes for negative effect. 

Opus has a further drawback in the 
fact that your scribe, as one of an al- 
most unanimous audience, had the whole 
affair completely doped out at exactly 
two-thirds thru the first act. Pleasure 
in the remainder was chiefly the pleas- 
ure to be had in leaning over to one’s 
neighbor and whispering, “See! I told 
you so!” 

Cast was generally excellent. Lionel 
Atwill, as the father, gave a really fine 
performance in spite of his extremely 
bad voice. Anthony Kemble-Cooper, as 
the son, was properly scared and effec- 
tive. Anne Shoemaker, as the mother, 
gave a quiet and appealing portrayal. 

Kay Strozzi, as the lady known as Do- 
reen, gave her lines in a drawling whine, 
even at the big moments. She was, 
however, most emphatically tough 
enough. Fortunio Bonanova duplicated 
his part in Dishonored Lady last year. 
Very believable courtroom scene was given. 
its best effect by T. Wigney Percyval and 
Jerome Lawler, as the rival attorneys, 
and Thurlow Bergen, as the presiding 
judge. Scene’s comedy relief was over- 
played by Harold De Becker and Herbert 
Standing, but they managed to draw 
the laughs, and that, after all, is all that 
can be asked. 

Settings by Rollo Wayne, mounted on 
a revolving stage to allow quick cut- 
backs when the characters were telling 
their stories, were excellent, and Grib- 
ble’s direction was competent thruout. 

But the fact remains that the silent 
witness didn’t have to tell his tale for 
the audience at the Morosco to know 
what the whole thing was about.

Story, by Louis Sarecky, tells of a 
daughter of a steel millionaire who has 
been brought up in luxury, pampered to 
the nth degree, who is selfish and in- 
clined to snobbishness.

“The Right of Way” 


(FIRST NATIONAL-VITAPHONE) 

At Warner Theater 
Producer’s footage, 6,142, Running time, 
68 minutes. 

(Release date, February 7, 1931). 

Based on Sir Gilbert Parker’s story of 
the same name, this theme has served 
for several silent productions. Colorful 
locale of the northwoods of Quebec has 
lost much of its glamour in this talking 
production, owing to the fact that the 
talking film does not permit of the 
natural scenic beauty in which the silent 
films abounded. 

Then, too, the story ig rather old-fash- 

ioned for the sophisticated audiences of 
today. In bringing it to the talking 
screen much of the original has been 
discarded to the ash-heap and what is 
left becomes rather slow moving. This, 
too, in spite of the colorful atmosphere 
that director Frank Lloyd has managed 
to bring to the sequence laid on the 
Quebec waterfront. 
“Conrad Nagel appears in the role of 
Charles “Beauty” Steele, well-known 
criminal lawyer, who, after a fight on 
the waterfront, is carried into the north- 
woods by a man he knew was guilty of 
murder and yet saved him from the 
gallows. Regaining consciouness, it is 
discovered that he has lost his memory, 
the criminal being the only one aware 
of his identity. Back home the lawyer 
has a wife with whom he has,been un- 
happy. Here under a new name he falis 
in love with a young girl, who nursed 
him during his convalescence. Of course, 
just as they are preparing to be married 
the criminal tells him who he really is 
and that he cannot marry as he has a 
wife. He is killed by his brother-in-law, 
who feared him, leaving the picture to a 
logical ending. Death, however, is led 
up to in a much different manner than 
it is in the original story. 

Nagel plays the role with the same 
pace thruout. Loretta Young, as the 
girl, is terribly miscast; while Fred Kohl- 
er gives an. excellent characterization in 
the role of the criminal. 

This one will hardly hold up with the 
average audience of today.

“The W Plan” 
(RKO) 
At the Cameo 


Producer’s footage, 8,814 feet. Time, 97 
minutes. 
(Release date, March 15) 


A British film, produced by Elstree, 
The W Plan, is by far the best of the 
English-made pictures. Picture is ex- 
cellently acted, well directed by Victor 
Saville, and holds interest thruout in 
spite of its lengthy running time. 

Leading role is played by Brian 
Aherne, who bids fair for wide popu- 
larity on the screen. Aherne has person- 
ality, an excellent delivery, and with his 
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excellent appearance should be a find 
for American. producers, who seem to be 
still shy of the juvenile-leading man 
type. There is a large cast, all of them 
capably selected, but Aherne’s role is the 
only one of importance. 


Main trouble with this picture for: 


American audiences is the title. Radio, 
distributing it in America, could find a 
far better title for the film than the 
one under which it is being presented. 
It means nothing to an audience. The 
W Plan is another war story and the 
plan is one to be placed in operation 
by the Germans, which, if successful, 
would bring a German victory and end 
the great conflict. 

A diagram of the plan is found on a 
dying German officer, but it means 
nothing to the English intelligence de- 
partment, and one of their number who 
speaks German is landed on German 
soil by a British plane. From then on 
it is a case of a spy who has to fight 
his way in and out of dangerous situa- 
tions to avoid detection. Armed with 
the credentials of the dead man, he 
manages to get by until the war depart- 
ment sends out notice that the man he 
is representing has been taken in action. 
Then the spy becomes a German private 
and is arrested and court-martialed for 
suspected desertion. Fact that he is 
able to speak English saves his life and 
he is placed as an interpreter over Ger- 
man prisoners. He then gets into a 
position where he learns what the W 
plan is, and with the aid of the English 
prisoners disrupts the entire idea and 
brings victory to the English. 

Story is well continuized, interesting 
and thrilling, tho the big situation could 
have been worked at a faster pace. 
Englishmen go about their task of dis- 
rupting the German plan with a little 
too much complacency.

“Fifty Million Frenchmen” 


(WARNER-VITAPHONE) 

At the Winter Garden 
Producer’s footage, 6,480. Running time, 
72 minutes. 

(Release date, March 21, 1931) 
When singing and taiking films were 
the vogue Warner Brothers produced 
this Herbert Fields musical comedy for 
the stage. They believed they had an 
excellent bit of material for the screen. 
But the finished screen version, done en- 
tirely in Technicolor, falls rather flat 
and becomes only mediocre entertain- 

ment. 

Last half of the film, and, in fact, 
much of the earlier sequences hark back 
to the days of Keystone comedies. There 
is much chasing, much exaggeration in 
costuming. For those who like this type 
of entertainment it should go over big, 
but for a feature production there is 
much too much of it. 

Three of the original cast appear in 
the screen version. They are William 
Gaxton, Helen Broderick and Lester 
Crawford. Miss Broderick, inimitable 
comedienne, who was the real life of the 
stage production, has little to do in. the 
film. Her one real scene registers the 
surest laughs in the film. Gaxton’s role 
has been severely cut for the screen. Ol- 
sen and Johnson, hokum clowns of the 
vaudeville stage, have been given the 
greatest footage, and, while they get sev- 
eral laughs, their stuff is inclined to 
repetition. Claudia Dell has the role 
of the girl, and John Halliday one of the 
other important roles, both getting as 
much out of them as possible. 

Fifty Million Frenchmen screen ver- 
sion is entirely devoid of music. There 
are times when, altho musical numbers 
as a rule are a bore to screen. audiences, 
it seemed as if one might have been 
inserted to advantage. 

Story tells of a young American, played 
by Gaxton, who is woman-mad. A friend 
goads him into a $50,000 bet that minus 
his money, his letter of credit and his 
good clothes he could not get a girl. Of 
course, he accepts the bet and it is 
agreed that he shall neither borrow nor 
steal, but must work for the money that 
sustains him for the two weeks the bet is 
on. He sees the one girl and from then 
on it is a case of winning her by bluffing 
his way thru. To accomplish his pur- 
pose he meets numerous embarrassing 


situations, but manages to extricate him- 
self and wins in the end. 

Usual musical comedy story, not as 
well adapted for the screen as some of 
those that have gone before. Lloyd Bacon 
directed, and did as well as could be 
expected. Costly production wil] do lit- 
tle to aid the value of the film.

“Tabu” 
(PARAMOUNT) 

At the Central Rark Theater 
Producer's footage, 7,333. Time—82 
minutes. 

(Release date not set) 

This is the last picture directed by F. 
W. Murnau, who was killed in an auto 
crash shortly before the film’s New York 
premiere. 1n association with F. J. 
Flaherty, Murnau spent several months 
in the South Seas producing the film 
with a cast made up entirely of South 
Sea Islanders. It js this idea that lends 

the greatest interest to the picture. 

Picture has no dialog, but s¢yn- 
chronized sound and musical effects. 
Musical score, by Hugo Riesenfeld, is of 
outstanding interest. Genera] concep- 
tion of the picture is much similar to 
Moana, White Shadows of the South Seas 
and other pictures that have carried a 
like story locale. 

Director has managed to get some 
beautiful scenes in the colorful atmos- 
phere and these alone lend an added 
interest to the picture. Film as a whole 
is for discriminating audiences, or rather 
those who prefer beauty in photography 
more than a perfectly continuized plot. 
Story is at times incoherent, and a few 
printed titles might not be amiss. 

Tabu means death. Reri, the girl, is 
to be given to one of the native gods, 
which means that no man must cast 
eyes on her or touch her. Matahi, a na- 
tive boy, loves her and just at ‘the time 
she is to be consecrated to the god she 
is rescued by him and carried away to 
@ near-by island where there is much 
profit in pearl.diving. Matahi is an 
expert at this. But Tabu follows her to 
the new home and when he threatens 
her lover she decides to return and give 
herself to the god. Matahi finds a note 
from her, telling what she has done, 
and he starts swimming in pursuit of 
the boat on which she is returning. He 
reaches it almost exhausted and just as 
he is about to pull himself into the 
skiff the rope to which he has hold is 
cut. He drowns and the boat continues 
on its way. 

Pearl diving sequences, scenes of the 
natives at play in a natural waterfall all 
are beautifully photographed and pre- 
sented. Native players seem to be less 
camera conscious than many finished 
screen players and get away with their 
individual roles in nice style.

“The Lady Refuses”

Robert Milton. and Guy Bolton wrote 
the story for this latest Betty Compson 
picture. With the two well-known 
“names” collaborating as authors and 
George Archainbaud as director, one 
might expect to find a good picture. 
This one is disappointing and can only 
rank as a fair programer. 

Story has a certain interest, but there 
are many snail-paced sequences, and the 
dialog, except for one scene, is delivered 
at the same tempo thruout. Miss Comp- 
son. has gotten into a rut and here of 
late plays practically all roles in the 
same voice and the same manner. Gil- 
bert Emery, as a titled Englishman, 
stutters and haws entirely too much for 
the picture’s good. John Darrow, Mar- 
garet Livingston and Ivan Lebedeff are 
acceptable in the next three leading 
roles. 

Story ‘deals with a street walker who, 
on a foggy night to-elude police, seeks 
entrance at the titled gentleman’s home. 
Gentleman himself answers the bell, and 
when he finds a lady in distress admits 
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her, Gentleman has a wi'd son who has 
become enamored of a gold-digging lady. 
Lady at the same time is double-crossing 
another gentleman friend. Titled gen- 
tleman enlists the services of the 
girl of the streets to break the son’s 
infatuation for the other woman. He 
will pay her $5,000 and also give her 
the necessary incidentals to make her 
presentable. Of course, she turns the 
trick, but the son falls in love with her, 
as does the father, who realizes she is 
a victim of circumstances. From then 
on it is misunderstanding after misun- 
derstanding between father and son, 
until the boy decides to go back to booze 
and the other shady lady. But Miss 
Compson intervenes again at the chance 
of ruining herself with the man she 
loves (the father), and when the son 
admits to the father that the girl has 
told him she loves only the dad he 
promises to follow her to the end of the 
earth.

“Mr. Lemon of Orange” 
(FOX MOVIETONE) 
At the Rory 
Producer’s footage, 6,331 feet. 
minutes. 
(Release date, March 22, 1931) 


This citrous-sounding titled produc- 
tion is neither a lemon nor an orange. 
It is a sort of hybrid story, rather un- 
certain in its telling, and that is, in 
the majority of times, hokum comedy 
with ,a dash of gangster melodrama 
thrown in for good measure. Greater 
part of the way, however, it is slapstick 
pure and simple, and for an hour's 
entertainment is fairly diverting. 

El Brendel has the biggest part of his 
screen career in this production. In fact, 
he plays a dual-role, that of Mr. Lemon, 
in which he portrays the Swedish char- 
acter for which he has become known 
in vaudeville and on the screen. Then 
he is Silent McGee, leader of a notorious 
gang, in which Brendel] attempts char- 
acterization and gets by in fairly good 
style. McGee and Lemon are doubles. 
On this account the story is based en- 
tirely on mistaken identity, Mr. Lemon 
being mistaken for the notorious Mc- 
Gee, and thru this finds himself in all 
sorts of amusing situations and en- 
meshed in a near assassination. 

Of course, as it is a comedy, Mr. 
Lemon manages to extricate himself 
from the gang forces with a lot of 
laughs and also aids in capturing the 
notorius McGee, receiving the $10,000 
reward. There is also the girl, who is 
captured by the gang, with Mr. Lemon 
rescuing her and winning her heart. 
A midget car used by the escaping Mr. 
Lemon comes in for numerous laughs. 
Story is by Jack Hayes, with dialog by 
Eddie Cantor and Edwin Burke. John 
Blystone directed and managed to keep 
up the interest of the film in spite of 
the intrinsic value of the story.

A good program picture of the early 
days of Texas, two years after the close 
of the Civil War, when hatred flamed in 
the hearts of the beaten Confederacy for 
those of the North. Here we have a 
story of a young Texan who, while study- 
ing at West Point, became a colonel in 
the Northern forces, and returning to 
Texas at the close of the war is hated 
by his neighbors and his childhood sweet- 
heart. 


But the boy has a secret mission to 
accomplish. A Yankee Secretary of State 
is grabbing up all of the Texas lands 
from the poor owners, paying them three 
cents an acre for property that is worth 
$3. Rumors of the villain’s dealing with 
the people has reached Washington and 
the boy has been sent down to secretly 
get the truth on his nefarious deals. 

Chief trouble with the Texans is the 
fact that they have no way to get their 
cattle to market. They have hundreds 
of heads, but there is no railway and the 
nearest outlet is Abilene, 1,000 miles 
away. Sweetheart of the youth owns a 
ranch, and when goaded by the boy de- 
cides to have her foreman and his crew 
drive her cattle over the perilous trail 
infested by Indians. 

Villainous Yankee tries to prevent them 
from reaching their goal. To do this he 
slays an Indian squaw so as to bring 
about an uprising. But the boy, who has 
been misunderstood and is believed to 
be hand in hand with the Northerner’s 
dealings, thwarts all of his plans, and 
the herd reaches its destination. Just 
as it does the daily train passes thru the 
town and the bovines go on a wild ram- 
page, ripping buildings apart and 
stampeding from one end of the village 
to the other.

Reviewed at the Republic, Brooklyn. 
Style—Character impersonations, Set- 
ting—In one. Time—Twenty minutes. 


Considering the manner in which Far- 
fariello’s act was arranged when caught, 
he is good only for houses with an 
Italian patronage, This is too bad, for 
he is a capable performer and versatile 
enough to put a number of character 
artists now working somewhat steadily 
in vaudeville to shame. 

There are only a limited amount of 
combo houses in Italian neighborhoods, 
and Farfariello has already played .most 
of them. Meaning that unless a smart 
producer grabs him andé¢sets a suitable 
act he will have to return from whence 
he came, the Italian legit houses at $1 
or so top. 

Major indictment against the standard 
bearer is the male in usher’s uniform 
who announces the different bits in solo 
and with a distinct flair to sound his 
“th’s” like “d's”. Talking stage card be- 
lieves himself to be a humorist—and 
that’s also a solo. 

Farfariello does four bits, two of them 
female impersonations. One of the lat- 
ter is a takeoff on a French damsel and 
the other a blushing bride, with most of 
the humor in this only for Italians. His 
opening is in tux for a version of You’re 
Driving Me Crazy and his closing a 
drunken laborer impression, with plenty 
of good panto.

Marty White

Marty White has an excellent, clear- 
ringing voice and a talent for hoke 
comedy.

Topsy, of the Duncan Sisters, is now 
by her lonesome, just because (so she 
singingly reveals) sister Vivian is flirting 
with a bird they call the stork.

Ro- 
setta’s talents are more pronouncec in 
her solo efforts, and she has been given 
an act that is just right for her. Blanche 
Merrill is credited with writing special 
material, and Bob Hamill is worth plenty 
to Miss Duncan for his ivory-tickling and 
warbling accompaniment. 

Singing characterizations comprise the 
entire routine, and they are all glove-fit 
for Topsy, as well as packed tight with 
laugh material. Miss Duncan’s voice 
shows up splendidly, as do her comedy 
efforts.

CHICAGO, March 28.— Be- 
tween the song-sheet racket and 
theaters using copyrighted songs 
without paying the required fees, 
local officials of the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers are finding plenty of 
work to do these days. So far no 
action has actually been started 
against any theater, but pre- 
liminary warnings have been sent 
out. The song racket, quiescent 
for some time, has again become 
active, bringing a renewal of the 
society's drive against the of- 
fenders. 

Music Publishers’ Protective Associa- 
tion has an agreement with Electrical 
Research whereby any theater that does 
not comply with the license require- 
ments of the music publishers in. the 

copyrighted music will be deprived 
of the use of its sound equipment. It 
has been ascertained that many local 
theaters have neglected to keep their 
Notices are being sent to 
offenders as fast as they can be checked 
up, and they are informed that unless 
they pay up promptly steps will be 
taken to compel compliance. It is ex- 
pected that most of the theaters will 
meet the association's requirements 
without the necessity of further action. 

The bootleg song-sheet racket has 
taken a new twist here. Instead of the 
original words of the songs, the boot- 
leggers are using terrible parodies, while 
retaining the actual song titles. John 
H. McFarlane, investigator for the A. S. 
C. A. P., and his aids have been active 
against the song-sheet purveyors for 
several weeks. So far 11 arrests have 
been made. Two of the offenders have 
been penalized, one having been fined 
$100 and given a 30-day sentence. Others 
are to be tried the first week in April. 


Publishers Refuse Songs 


NEW YORK, March 28. — Approxi- 
mately 100 unsolicited song manuscripts 
mailed from all parts of the country are 
refused every day by Broadway publish- 
ers. These musical gems of budding 


songwriters arrive via regular, special 
delivery a1 registered mail Most of 
the established songwriters also refuse , 
to accept long and bulky envelopes from 
strangers. Main reason that in the 
past writers and publishers have becn 
sued for plagiarism becai they hap- 
pened to have songs with ide or tunes 
somewhat nilar to those submitted by 
the unknown writers

New Racket 
For Leaders 


‘Plug’ deals made directly 
with songwriters—new an- 
gle greatly increases profits 


NEW YORK, March 28. — 
Latest developments in the popu- 
lar song industry indicate that 
several orchestra leaders with 
chain air “plugs” at their com- 
mand have become dissatisfied 
with a cut-in on songs, which 
usually amounts to two-thirds of 
a cent a copy royalty and one- 
third of the mechanical royalties 
alloted to writers, and have de- 
vised a brand-new scheme which 
will assure them greater profits. 

These leaders, realizing that several 
consistent chain “plugs” can start a tune 
on the road to popularity, have been 
making deals directly with songwriters. 
They purchase aq half-interest in a likely 
looking number and arrange with one of 
the smaller recognized publishers to re- 
lease it, with the leader paying half the 
cost of arranging, printing and stamps. 
Leader does not contribute anything 
toward the publisher's general overhead, 
but gets 50 per cent of profits on the 
song. 

Leader’s next step is to get in touch 
with four or five other leaders who have 
been cut in on tunes and are on chain 
“plugs” regularly. Various leaders agree 
to swap “plugs”, and in this way they 
continue to play most of the same tunes 
every week or until they have put the 
tunes over, or the numbers have con- 
vinced all concerned that they are 
“dogs”. 

One can readily see why the new 
racket is more profitable to a leader, for 
instead of receiving two-thirds of a cent 
a copy he draws down approximately 
7 cents, plus one-half of the writers’ 
mechanical royalty and one-half of the 
publisher’s mechanical royalty. Not more 
than two publishers are handling songs 
of this type at present, but the practice 
promises to spread within the near fu- 
ture.

Has Barred Shows for Years 


Ordinance will be rewritten to give tented attractions 
greater leeway—flaws in old measure pointed out — 
Leslie Kell Gang opening set for April 6 


BEAUMONT, Tex., March 28. — Thru the efforts of B. C. 
McDonald, representing the Island Park Association, and with the 
co-operation of the Beaumont city officials, a decision was reached 


here Tuesday morning to rewrite 


the present city ordinance, which 


has kept many tent shows from coming to Beaumont during the last 


10 years. Ordinance will be 
framed along greatly different 
lines from the present measure, 
and will give the tented attrac- 
tions more latitude than they now 
have. 

Beaumont has no valid ordinance 
which prevents shows from being brought 
here for more than one day, it was de- 
cided Tuesday morning after an opinion 
on the measure was presented by City 
Attorney John C. Jackson. Present or- 
dinance has at least a half dozen defects, 
Jackson asserted. City Commissioner 
Charles T. Butler agreed with him. 

Decision to rewrite the present law 
came as the result of B. C. McDonald 
appearing before the city commissioners 
last week to ask for permission from the 
city to bring Leslie E. (Skeeter) Kell and 
his Gang, tent repertoire organization, 
here for a several weeks’ run, commenc- 
ing April 6. He called attention to the 
ordinance which would make it impos- 
sible to have the show here. City of- 
ficials took no action, but asked for an 
investigation. 

In the meantime, the Trades and Labor 
Assembly, with representation from all 
unions in the city, announced they were 
bringing the Morris & Castle Shows here. 

Virtually the entire commission and 
officials present voiced some objection’ to 
the present ordinance. “To my mind, the 
ordinance cannot be enforced,” Com- 
missioner Butler said. “I believe that a 
man should be able to see any kind of 
show he wants to, whether it is under a 
tent or not.” 

As a result of the decision, the Morris 
& Castie Shows will open here next week, 
and Leslie Kell’s organization will follow 
in the week after, to play under the 
auspices of Petroleum Iron Works. 

B. C. McDonald told a §illboard re- 
porter: “I do sincerely hope that all 
showmen will use good judgment, and 
not overflow the city with tent shows. I 
also sincerely trust that those who do 
come in will make every effort toward co- 
operation with Beaumonters, officially 
and in their relations with the citizens.”

When other communities learn 
why they cannot have tent shows, they 
too will take up arms and see that the 
canvas companies are given a fair break 
at least.

Now it is up to the tent-show man- 
agers to give the people of these com- 
munities the same sort of kind treat- 
ment; to play fair with them, and give 
them their money's worth in entertain- 
ment.

If there were a few more tent-show 
managers of the Bifly Wehle caliber, 
possibly the break for the tent shows 
would come more quickly in the barred 
territory. He is battling them on their 
own field, and beating them. And the 
folks in the communities are with him 
almost to a man. And what’s more, 
Wehle is fighting them with his own 
cash. -Yet the spoils of his victories are 
not solely for his personal gain. They 
are worth so much in dollars and cents 
to other tent-show managers as well.

flesh drama is making its comeback by 
way of the stock stage. 

Lardner recently completed a tour of 
the Middle West. His mission was to 
determine the outlook prior to carrying 
out plans for the establishment of a 
circuit of dramatic stock houses. Re- 
turning from his survey by way of Cin- 
cinnati, he summarized conditions as he 
had found them in the appended ar- 
ticle: 

The stage is coming back. 

Not only on Broadway, but in hun- 
dreds of little cities that were erased 
from the theatrical map by general de- 
pression and the talkies, playwrights are 
coming back in large numbers, dis- 
gusted, from Hollywood and getting back 
again to real playwriting in New York, 
which will relieve the present shortage 
of good plays for the spoken stage. 

The much-maligned one-night stand 
is coming back to its own, and, believe 
me, the one-night stand plays a very im- 
portant part in keeping the dramatic 
wheels turning. The people themselves 
are demanding the flesh drama again. 
They insist on seeing and hearing the 
Spoken drama. They are starved for it, 
and the merchants, hotels, railroads and 
others are beginning to realize that 
canned entertainment does not patron- 
ize restaurants, hotels or ride on Pull- 
mans; in fact, leaves no money in town. 

Dramatic stock I was surprised and 
pleased to find playing and thriving, not 
only in the big cities, but in the smaller 
towns of the Middle West, as well, of 
course, as in cities like Chicago, St. 
Louis, Minneapolis, Cincinnati, Detroit. 

I believe the talkies, which have. of 
course, imitated the stage, instead of 
going ahead and producing a technique 
of their own, are really restoring “the 
flesh”, as the living actor is called in 
The Billboard, the most comprehending 
and comprehensive theatrical trade pa- 
per. Much to the apparent distress of 
the makers of so-called canned drama, 
they are proving the very means of re- 
storing the spoken drama to its proper 
place. (If the photograph of an actor 
sounds that good, how much better must 
sound the actor himself!) 

Now that Ethel Barrymore has again 
taken to the oné-night-stand road, many 
other stars will follow her footsteps. 
Billie Burke has just announced she is 
going to do one-night stands in the 
South. William Hodge is another. Mrs. 
Fiske and many others. It is understood 
that Jane Cowl is soon to take her com- 
pany to the smaller towns, where she has 
a tremendous following, and dozens of 
others are about to follow her example. 


Everywhere that I have talked to the 
people in the different towns and cities 
on this rather extensive trip, I have 
found invariably an ‘earnest desire for an 
immediate return to the real spoken 
drama in the flesh. With general busi- 
ness on the upward trend, the people 
that pay their money at the box office 
will surely get what they so earnestly 
desire—a return of the real theater. In 
St. Louis, a city of 900,000 people, in- 
credible as it may seem, there is Only one 
theater playing the spoken drama in the 
flesh, a very fine stock organization, 


playing to splendid business. 

It is my candid opinion that we are 
due for a return to the stage sooner than 
most of us realize.

May Get Tab 


Plan to bring in Limie 
Stilwell on co-operative 
basis being considered 


NEW ORLEANS, March 28.— 
Limie Stilwell’s musical tabloid is 
scheduled to move into the Cres- 
cent Theater here soon under a 
co-operative arrangement with 
the local stagehands and mu- 
sicians. Arrangements, however, 


have not been definitely settled. 

Under the proposed plan, the Stilwell 
troupe would receive 60 per cent of the 
ret receipts, while the remaining 40 per 
cent would be divided among the stage 
employees and musicians. 

If the plan carfies, the Stilwell or- 
ganization will present three shows daily, 
with four on Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. Fate of the plan rests entirely 
with the stagehands’ union, which is 
said to be considering it. 

Musicians’ union, thru its board of 
directors, already has approved it, pro- 
vided the salaries of the musicians drawn 
from the 40 per cent be in proportion to 
the difference existing between salaries 
for musicians and for stagehands. Cost 
of an orchestra for the Crescent is about 
$550; that of a stage crew around $300. 

All percentage is to be drawn from the 
net return of the house. Theater rental 
and operating expenses are to be sub- 
tracted from the gross, and the re- 
mainder divided among the Stilwell 
troupe, stagehands and musicians. Stil- 
well, who made the proposal to the mu- 
sicilans’ union, spoke of the willingness 
of his company to work on this basis. 

While the board of directors of the 
musicians’ union accepted the plan, one 
member of the organization, who is ex- 
perienced in theatrical matters, ex- 
pressed a doubt whether Joseph N. Weber, 
president of the American Federation of 
Musicians, would allow the local mu- 
sicians to work under such a plan. 

While others were of the opinion that 
Weber would not interfere, because Stil- 
well, having the only musical comedy 
company in town, could not compete 
with anyone, this mxsician insisted that 
the reopening of the Crescent would 
naturally cut into the trade of the four 
Publix houses here, as well as Loew’s 
State and the RKO Orpheum, and it is 
quite probable that Loew and RKO in- 
terests would protest.

The answer 
is yes and no. It all depends upon the 
patrons one has to draw from.

Several seasons ago tabloid managers 
were told that their attractions were get- 
ting too smutty for the average tabloid 
house clientele. They were asked to clean 
up their attractions for the good of the 
game. Whether they did clean up or not 
is beside the point. The fact remains 
that tabloid in gen¢étal is still the clean- 
est type of presentation, bar none,

And going back several seasons, when 
tabloid was declared to be on the skids 
to hell, because several managers injected 
a bit of spice in their programs. Whose 
fault was it that the shows were gradu- 
ally turning to a bit of smut? Not the 
tabloid managers or the performers.

It was a common occurrence then, and 
still is in certain localities, for a house 
manager to come back at the end of the 
first show and tell the manager to shovel 
on a bit more dirt for the remainder of 
the week, and to cut loose with all the 
filth in the repertoire for the Saturday 
midnight show.

And who governs the house manager's 
action in such matters? None other than 
the dear public. They demand a spicy 
performance, and it was up to the house 
managers to furnish them with the kind 
of entertainment they want.

Things are no different today. Some 
localities still demand their stage fare 
spicy, and with a certain amount of 
woman in the raw. Tabloid managers 
to get by in those houses must neces- 
sarily govern themselves accordingly.

We know for a fact that many man- 
agers have been forced to dish out pretty 
raw stuff against their own will. They 
would rather do a clean show, but they 
are in business to make a living, and not 
to act as a reformer—hence it is not up 
to them to decide what the public should 
have in the way of stage fare. They are 
in business to please the public. 

* * . 


Personally, we like ovr shows clean, 
and still flavored with a bit of spice to 
break the monotony. “And we never have 
had any objection to looking upon a 
pretty body. Still there is a great deal 
of difference between a spicy attraction 
and a downright filthy one. In the 
former a certain amount of talent is re- 
quired to draw the laughs and applause. 
In the latter type of show only a good 
shoveler is required. And any screw- 
driver can shovel cack to a cack-loving 
mob. It takes no talent for that,

But have you ever watched a confirmed 
shoveler operate before a high-class audi- 
ence? And did he die?

Actors’ Equity Association has always had a pro- 
prietary feeling with regard to that word Equity. It 
has not extended as far, perhaps, as jealousy toward 
courts of equity or the Equitable Trust, but it has 
distinctly frowned on Equity dress shops and ticket 
agencies, or on other actors’ organizations which have 
attempted to choose that name or such similar ones 
as would probably cause confusion. 


Equity has been genuinely proud of its name and 
of what that name has come to mean in the theater. 
And it always thought, until now, that it was the 
first actors’ Equity in existence. 


Just recently, however, our member Eddie O’Con- 
nor has come forward with a membership card which 
proves that as far back as 1895 he was a charter 
member in the Professional Performers’ Equity Club, 
an actors’ social organization, which had rooms at 
54 West 3lst street, New York. 


It was a sMall club, according to O’Connor, In 
the three years or so of its life it probably never 
numbered more than 100 members. It had no formal 
program It was simply a place where its Members 
would gather to smoke and play cards and discuss 
what a terrible season this was. It was open to 
both dramatic and vaudeville players. 


Clubrooms were on the second floor over a small 
store which stood between Broadway and Sixth 
avenue, and at that time it was reasonably close to 
the heart of things theatrical, which was between 
Madison Square and Herald Square. 


Just what brought the members together in the 
first place or what later caused the disappearance of 
the club, almost without a ripple, O’Connor did not 
know. At this distance he could not even remember 
who was president, or who, beside himself, belonged 
to it. 

But nearly 40 years ago, and almost 20 years be- 
fore the formation of the Actors’ Equity Association, 
there was another actors’ Equity. 


Crossing Swords With Mr. Sumner 

On Thursday, March 19, the editor of The Equity 
Magazine met John S. Sumner, secretary of the New 
York Society for the Suppression of Vice, in a debate 
on censorship before the joint legislative committee 
of the Women’s Conference of the Society for Ethical 
Culture and the Parents and Teachers’ Association 
of Ethical Culture Schools. 


Altho no vote was taken by the conference, the 
trend of the questions afterwards submitted was 
definitely antagonistic to Sumner. Text of Harding’s 
address was subsequently printed, practically in full, 
in the dramatic section of The New York Evening 
Post of Saturday, March 21. 


Justina Wayne’s Mother Dies 

It is with real regret that Equity publishes the 
news of the death of Mrs. Maria Soderberg, mother 
of an Equity member, Justina Wayne. Mrs. Soder- 
berg died at the home of another daughter in Free- 
port, Long Island. To Miss Wayne and the other 
members of Mrs. Soderberg’s family, Equity presents 
its regrets. 


Harrison Wins Spingarn Medal 

Equity is happy to be able to report that the 
Spingarn Medal, bestowed by Joel E. Spingarn, presi- 
dent of the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People, has been presented this year to 
Richard Berry Harrison, an Equity member, whose 
work as the Lord in The Green Pastures has been one 
of the outstanding features of the season. 

While this role is perhaps the climax of his career, 
the award took into consideration Harrison's long life 
of usefulness as a teacher, dramatic reader and 
actor, in which he had comported himself with 
dignity and fine understanding for many years. 

Presentation was made by Lieutenant-Governor 
Herbert H,. Lehman at the Mansfield Theater, Sunday 
evening, March 22.

According to present indications, there should be 
a great deal of activity in the Chorus Equity Em- 
ployment Agency within a few weeks. We have had 
cne call for a New York production and there are 
several which should start shortly.

Members who are out of work should call at the 
office daily and should be careful to keep us informed 
of correct telephone numbers and addresses. Last 
week the office spent three days trying to find a mem. 
ber who was wanted for a particular engagement— 
by the time he was found it was too late. 

If you plan to go out of the profession for @ 
year or more, or if your return is indefinite, you 
should apply for an honorable withdrawal card im- 
mediately. Constitution provides that honorable 
withdrawal cards may be issued only to members who 
are in good standing at the time of making applica- 
tion. If, after getting the card, you remain out of 
the profession for a year or more you then return and 
pay dues only from the time that you come back. [f 
you return within a year you are charged from the 
date of the issuance of the card, but no delinquency 
fine. Members holding withdrawal cards may not 
use the employment agency, as they are presumed 
to be out of the profession. 


Chorus Equity feels that it cannot make excep- 
tions in reducing dues of members who have not, 
according to our records, been working and who 
have failed to get the withdrawal card. Reason for 
this is that the employment agency gets a great deal 
of work outside of our jurisdiction for our members. 
There is no charge for the service of the employment 
agency and we have found that many of our mem- 
bers have obtained work thru us outside of our 
jurisdiction, have worked for a long period of time 
as a result of our efforts—and have failed to pay dues. 


Since the employment agency is kept up by the 
dues of members who do pay, we feel that those that 
use it should pay dues whether or not they are work- 
ing in our jurisdiction. 


Are you working in the Chorus Equity classes, 
dramatic and dancing? While you are cut of work 
is the time to prepare for the new season. With 
the scarcity of employment competition becomes 
keener. It is the best dancers who get the engage- 
ments. 

Those members who are out of work and unable 
to pay for lessons may apply for the scholarship 
fund.

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New Blood Is Needed Among 

Road Theater House Managers 

[' THERE is any one thing that is needed 
by the legitimate road theater it is new 
managerial blood. Agents ahead of tour- 

ing attractions report that they face a 

serious problem in overcoming the anti- 

guated attitude of many house managers in 

road towns. 

It becomes more and more apparent 
that the road’s revival is being delayed be- 
cause of laxity in cleaning house. The dld 
ways no longer fill the bill. What local 
managers did with success 20 years ago 
prove a dismal failure today. High pres- 
sure publicity methods, new modes in ad- 
vertising, up-to-date methods of handling 
patrons have superseded the routine duties 
of two decades ago. 

But many of the local managers refuse to 
realize this. They persist in employing 
methods long thrown into the discard by 
their competitors, the picture theaters. 

A young, aggressive, wide-awake agent 
comes in ahead “of an attraction. He has 
ideas for forming local tieups of value. He 
seeks the co-operation of the local manager. 
What happens? In 9 cases out of 10 he is 
told, politely, but none the less firmly, that 
such methods will not work. Mister Local 
Manager then corners young Mister Agent 


and harangues him with a long and very 


detailed story about how things were done 
20 years ago. That's all the satisfaction he 
gets. In the meantime, the local motion 
picture houses continue to clean up. 

It is about time the theatrical “powers 
that be” realized that the theater needs new 
blood. It needs it badly. Let them replace 
the old timber from the bottom up. Let 
them encourage young men of ideas and 
talent to enter the business end of the thea- 
ter. Let them make it interesting enough in 


a financial way to lure men of such caliber. 
Then watch business pick up. ; 
Oh, yes, the legitimate theater, especially 


the road, can take many valuable lessons 
from its movie brethren. And if it does 
there'll be a mighty big difference in the 
grosses being turned in by houses every- 
where. 


McElravy, of Memphis, Proves 
A Thing or Two About the Road 


HOSE producers and managers who 
have been so skeptical about the future 
of the road will do well to read closely 

the story of the success attained this season 
by Charles A. McElravy, managing director 
of the Auditorium, Memphis, Tenn. 

Despite the depression McElravy put 
over the best road-show season that Mem- 
phis has enjoyed in nine years. He was 
able to do it because he went at the job in 
an intelligent way. He discarded the 
methods of the past and employed modern 
ones. He sold his community on the value 
of the theater. He enlisted the support of 
the citizens on a subscription, basis which 
was neither a guarantee nor an underwriting 
proposition. And 70 per cent of these sub- 
scriptions were fulfilled thruout the season. 
Who says that it can’t be done? 

We remember that when McElravy an- 
nounced his plan a year ago there were 
those who laughed at the idea. They 
said it couldn’t be done. McElravy went 
thru with it. "Those who scoffed are now 
inclined that perhaps McElravy had the 
right idea after all. Some of them think 
that maybe they'll follow his example next 
season. We hope they will. A few more 
cities like Memphis on the books and others 
will follow. 

It is encouraging to note, also, that Mc- 
Elravy credits the New York producers 
with being in favor of the idea and willing 
to lend full co-operation. 

It is our hope that McElravy’s success 
in Memphis will prompt others to try his 
system. That it is a workable one is 
obvious.

Luck Is With Carnivals 
As the New Season Starts 


ORTUNE favors the carnival world at 
the opening of the new season to no 
inconsiderable extent. A stream of gold 

is flowing from the United States Treasury 
into the hands of many hundreds of thou- 
sands of ex-servicesmen. The carnival sea- 
son opens just as the bonus checks are being 
cashed. Every class of amusement is bound 
to benefit substantially by the circulation of 
this enormous sum of money. 

Carnival managers have reason to give 
particular attention. to this unusual situa- 
tion. That the great bulk of this bonus 
money will be speedily put into circulation 
goes without saying. The incentive to carni- 
vals to make themselves attractive to the 
former soldiers is great. The carnival man, 
it would appear, canewell afford to offer 
features that will be especially attractive to 
the boys. The additional expense entailed 


. by a few features with the proper entice- 


ment quality will be justified by the returns. 

Then, too, it is well to remember that 
carnivals this season have a strong public 
appeal in that they are of a class of amuse- 
ment that is preserving in-the-flesh attrac- 
tions. In that respect the carnival is more 
important than ever. Thru an enormous 
part of the area that will be traversed this 
season by carnival caravans the film drama 
is the only theatrical diversion offered the 
amusement-seeking public. To such com- 


munities the carnival is bringing the only 
opportunity to see living, breathing enter- 
tainers. 

It is a season of opportunity for the out- 
door shows. Those who are best prepared 
to meet the-situation will profit most. 


Attitude of the Public 
Augurs Well for the Parks 


a”. THE new season approaches it be- 
comes evident that the amusement- 
seeking public will be more inclined to 
outdoor amusements than has been the case 
in recent years. Altho this fact will benefit 
all branches of the outdoor business, it is 
our opinion that the park manager, in par- 
ticular, has an exceilent opport.nity to 
cash in. 4 

In the first place, his project is sta- 
tionary. In ether words, he is able to care- 
fully study and follow the demands of his 
public. He can readily feel the pulse of his 
public and prescribe accordingly. To this 
extent he has it on his travéling outdoor kin 
who face a different problem in each spot 
they play. 

It will be well for the park manager to 
remember that the public this year is in a 
better frame of mind than was the case 12 
months ago. People everywhere are more 
inclined to be optimistic. Last year pes- 
simism prevailed. The alert park man will 
see to it that his plant is spick and span, 
bright and newly painted in order to get 
the proper psychological reaction. To have 
the public in a receptive frame of mind is a 
great advantage. 

Too, there is every indication that the 
public, especially in the medium-size cities, 
is becoming more and more fed up on a 
straight talkie diet. It craves a change. It 
is becoming tired, as is reflected in the lower 
box-office grosses being reported from pic- 
ture theaters in such centers. 

It is fortunate for the park man that in 
cities of this size there are no available 
theaters for other than straight pictures. It 
means that a public ready for “flesh” amuse- 
ments can get them only at the local park. 

Certainly the park manager could do 
worse than center his advertising and pro- 
motional campaigns on this point. 


Vaudeville Outlook Is Brighter 
Because of Hinterland’s Demand 


N CONSIDERING the outlook in the 
vaudeville field one is inclined to give at- 
tention only to what is being done by 

RKO, Loew and the other large corpora- 
tions. Naturally these leaders have much 
influence and their assistance is needed if 
vaudeville is ever to attain its former high 
place in the amusement world. 

But it is a mistake to overlook the 
thousands of independent theaters that dot 
the country. It is these houses, especially 
in the smaller communities, that carry the 
burden. 

Offices in New York have a tendency to 
measure demand by Broadway standards. 
They overlook the hinterland, which is the 
backbone of the entire industry. They 
scratch the surface to draw their conclu- 
sions. The wealth is buried deep and so they 
miss it. 

The most encouraging sign on the vaude- 
ville horizon is in the fact that many small 
houses thru the Middle West and South are 
opening up. Every week brings reports of 
a new group that has decided to return to 
the fold. 

It is a beginning—and a sound cae. It 
proves conclusively that a definite demand 
is asserting itself. 
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Box Office an Ailing Spot 
Editor The Billboard; id 

Only a day or two ago in New York an 
invetérate woman theatergoer remarked: 
“I'm always suspicious when they’re nice 
to me at the box office. It’s positive in- 
dication that the show is no good. But 
you can be sure it’s a hit if they're im- 
pudent or they insult you.” 

Making due allowance for feminine 

exaggeration, there is a genuine kernel of 

truth in this lady’s statement. The 
legitimate theater has never bothered its 
vain head about the “turnaways”—those 
people who are refused tickets becauce 
the house is sold cut—for when a show 
is doing a flourishing business it rides 
along, high, wide and arrogant. There 
has been no consistent attempt to estab- 
lish “good will” except when plays are 
tottering near the verge of failure. 

The public-be-damned attitude, to Be 
sure, Can be traced above the box offices 
to the original sin of the producer—-the 
“lucky guy” who is certain of a fat 
nightly statement and a tidy profit 
check at the end of the week. 

Now a great hullabaloo has been made 
over the diagnosis of the legitimate the- 
ater as anaemic, bu. too little has been 
said about the cure. From the stand- 
point of the general public the box office 
is an ailing spot and requires first aid, 
providing there be restoratives powerful 
enough to reinject the vitality which has 
been sapped from its veins by its gar- 
gantuan stepchild, the talking pictures. 

In Chicago a few weeks ago I watched 
ticket buyers for over an hour enter the 
drafty lobby of a first-class ‘theater 
to purchase seats for a popular woman 
star. When the first customer in the 
gusty lobby approached the window and 
shouted thru an inquiry about orchestra, 
seats he was-apparently unable to hear 
the ticket seller’s reply and left without 
making a purchase. Second customer 
had prior reservations, but wanted addi- 
tional seats for a matinee in a particular 
location and asked to see the diagram. 
Thru the bars and glass she could not 
get a satisfactory view of the prospective 
locations, so likewise left without taking 
the matinee seats. Third customer 
wanted information about the show. “Is 
it a comedy?” she called out. 

The treasurer nodded. “How many do 
you want?” 

“Is there a happy ending?” the cus- 
tomer asked again. 

Once more the treasurer nodded. 
“What night, please?” 

The customer persisted. “Can you 
recommend it for my young daughter?” 

“Orchestra or balcony seats?” the 
treasurer countered. 

He had no “selling” talk on the play 
and further it was impossible to pene- 
trate thru the glass and wicket im- 
pedimenta without shouting. He lost 
the sales without a qualm and content- 
edly resumed the interrupted reading of 
the morning paper. 

One year a’prize was awarded to the 
most polite box-office man. Winning 
treasurer was a model of courtesy. He 
wore a carnation in his buttonhole and 
answered all inquiries elaborately. For 
this very reason when there was a rush 
of business he was unable to handle a 
line of ticket buyers, but held it up in- 
definitely while he gave each talkative 
woman precise replies to all her many 
questions. 

Clearly, a competent box-office man 
must be brisk. It should not be his 
duty to give detailed information any 
more than it is the duty of the busy rail- 
road ticket sellers in Grand Central Sta- 


tion to give descriptive information 
about travel itineraries. For that speci- 
fic purpose, indeed, an information 


bureau is provided by the railroads. A 
similar bureau should be provided in the 
inner lobby of every theater, with chairs, 
where women customers can sit down 
comfortably, consult the diagram of the 
house for future reservations, discuss 
the play if they care to, in reassuring 
personal contact with an adequate ad- 
viser and not thru glass and bars and 
draft elim{fnators. 

If for no other reason than that of 
answering “fan” inquiries, a theater in- 
formation bureau would fulfill its pur- 
pose. At present the legitimate theater 
“fan” must rely upon the necessarily 
terse replies of the busy box-office em- 
ployee; whereas moving picture fans 
have newspaper columns and entire 
magazines dedicated to the appeasing of 
their curiosity. 

Some of our theaters are luckily 
blessed with treasurers like Bill Nixon, at 
the Boston Plymouth; Irwin Wonders, at 
the Blackstone, Chicago, and Bill Zwis- 
sig, at the Geary in San Francisco; men 
who are able to satisfy the hundreds of 
customers demanding identical aisle 
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seats in the fifth roW and pandle the 
most difficult lines, while in slack times 
they answer pestiferous questions and 
are model mouthpieces for the absent 
publicity agent. But at busy hours 
(ard all hours should be busy if the 
show is successful) the competent treas- 
urer has no time for “selling” talks. He 
is there to sell tickets. Further, the dis- 
bursing of information should be a mat- 
ter of personal contact, in a comfortable 
spot, away from the cold drafts of 
swinging doors, where literature on the 
play, iuture reservations and tidbits of 
information are always pleasantly avail- 
able to the legitimate theater-going pub- 
lic. 

Perhaps it seems gq trifling cure for 
the theater's ills, but I am certain it is 
a much-needed ointment for a very sore 
spot. THODA COCROFT.

“Musicals!” Is College Yell 
Editor The Billboard: 


Why doesn’t Minneapolis have some 
musical shows? To my knowledge there 
has, been one musical there this season. 
Garrick Gayeties played at the Lyceum 
Theater Thanksgiving week and did fair- 
ly good business in spite of the competi- 
tion of a road show at the Met. Name 
Garrick Gayeties was also against it be- 
cause people thought it was a burlesque 
show. There is a Garrick Theater here 
ae burly. 

And why is it that they always manage 
to have shows at the Met. and the 
Lyceum on the same week? This has, I 
believe, happened every time that a show 
has been at the Lyceum. 

On April 20 the Guild is presenting 
Green Grow the Lilacs at the Lyceum, 
while The First Mrs. Fraser, with Grace 
George, is being opened at the Met. the 
Same day. Both of these stows are of 
the best, but the regular theater-going 
crowd can’t afford two $3 tickets the 
same week. Both shows have to suffer. 

I go to a college 30 miles from 
Minneapolis. We go to most of the plays 
and to all of the symphonies, but two 
plays in one week is too much for the 
pocketbook. Last week 40 from this col- 
lege attended Mrs. Piske’s production of 
Recky Sharpe. A good crowd went up 
earlier in the year for the Garrick Gay- 
eties. This last show was a review and 
not what I term a musical comedy. If 
this view is accepted not one real musi- 
cal comedy has visited this city during’ 
the season. Let’s have a few musical 
comedies. 

As a side line, what was the idea of 
cutting the concert orchestra at the 
Minnesota from 40 to 20 some? And 
why did they release the concert con- 
ductor and make the m. c. take the 
overture. All the orchestra does now is 
to blow, or rather blast, and help show 
off the m. c. Last week there was no

Eliminate Grift

In a recent issue of The Billboard the 
mMames of several oldtimers were men- 
tioned, among them Shorty Greene, vet- 
eran boss hostler on the old Sells Bros.’ 
Shows. Well do I remember him being 
born in Columbus, O. My first trouping 
was on the Sells Show. I might add I 
was a schoolmate of Billy and Mfhnie 
Sells, both long passed to the Great Be- 
yond. 

I knew Pete Sells as a reporter on The 
Ohio State Journal. I was a boy chum 
of Al G. Field (Hatfield). Later I was 
on the Wallace Show, season 1891, at 
Winfield, Kan., where, thru some mistake 
a deputy sheriff was killed. Season of 
1892 the show went out “Cook and 
Whitby’s Great English Circus Allied 
with America’s Racing Association.” 
Uncle Ben was Known as Col. Johnson 
that season. Bernie Wallace was in the 
ticket wagon. He also did a sailor act. 
Willis Cobb was press agent back with 
the show. Charles Sweeney was eques- 
trian director. 

The Art Dacoma Troupe, aerialists; 
Girard Leon, with his singing mule; 
Mead Wurtz, in clown alley; Charles 
Sevan, juggler; Minnie Sevan, Roman 
rings and contortionist, were on the 
shows. 

Dan Sweeney was boss animal man; 
Henry (Apples) Welsh was a long-string 
driver as well as Tim Wilson, brother 
of Don Wilson, who each evening ren- 
dered ta-ra-ra-boom-de-ay on the cal- 
liope. W. H. McFarland had the side- 
show. He was known as Pop. With him 
was Frank Howard, tattooed from head 
to foot: also Jim Morris, rubber-skin 
man. Knobby Clark and his coterie 
held forth in the side show. Al and 
Eddie Martin sold reserved seats tickets 
in the connections and were considered 
the best in their line at that time. 

Later I promoted rodeos and boxing 
matches, then broke into the carnival 
game and am now general manager of 
one of the best gilly shows on the road. 
I read with interest the article March 
14 issue of The Billboard by’Harry Forbes 
regarding knockers. Note he claims 
knockers are worse than grift. It was 
my lot to be on a show, season 1929, 
that had both. While the manager and 
his wife seemed as good as the average 
show people, it seemed the grifters had 
the upper hand of him. I agree with 


Forbes that the quicker the managers 

eliminate grift just that much sooner 

legitimate shows and concessions can 

prosper.

In Behalf of the Actor 
Editor The Billboard: 


I would like to ask Charles Worthan 
or any other manager who has fault to 
find with the Equity actor a few ques- 
tions. When an actor writes on and says 
that he is paid up why doesn't the man- 
ager ask the Equity office if the actor 
is paid up? Or have the actor mail his 
Equity card on and show Mr. Manager 
that he is paid up, and before the man- 
ager signs the Equity contract make 
sure that the actor is entitled to an 
Equity contract? 


Why do managers say “a long, sure 
season”, and the first week they lose a 
few dollars call the actors together and 
say, “We will have to cut salaries or 
shut?” Why do managers say “the great- 
est: outfit on the road”, and when the 
actor gets on the show he has to run all 
over the lot to get a block or two to 
set his trunk up off the ground? The 
first time it rains they all run around 
looking for something to put down so 
they can get to the stage. Chances are 
if some of the managers would pay @ 
little more attention to the dressing 
room on the tent shows the actors would 
dress their parts better. Perhaps if some 
of the tent managers would get directors 
to direct their bills and then get bills 
that a director could direct, business 
would be a little better. 


Before the days of Equity the actors 
could get drunk and walk off the lot 
when he owed the manager plenty of 
money. Can he do that on a 100 per 
cent Equity show? I know a case where 
an actor got drunk and missed a per- 
formance. The manager had to lay the 
show off that night, and the manager 
wired Equity. A representative came on 
the show. Found it was 100 per cent 
Equity. The actor had to pay the man- 
ager $75. How would he have done that 
before Equity? 

I could go on and write theyfaults of 
the managers and fill several Billboards. 
One big question is “What good jis a 
beautiful outfit, big band and orchestra 
and everything that goes with it without 
the actor? 

Who brings the money in at the ticket 
box? Is it the manager? If it is, why 
have any actors? Some of them do not 
have. All they have is a lot of jazz 
musicians. 

I believe if the manager would get 
with it and co-operate with Equity, and 
let Equity co-operate with the manager, 
the whole darn show business would he 
better.

T WILL be only a short time until 
most of the shows will leave winter 
quarters and take to the road (sev- 

eral are already en tour), and it might 
be well for circus owners and managers 
to give some thought to the matter of 


admission prices. This in view of the 
fact that business conditions have not 
as yet readjusted themselves.

Prices of most commodities already 
have been lowered. Manufacturers, job- 
bers and retailers are all cutting their 
profits in order that people may buy, 
and as a result this is helping to stimu- 
late ‘sales. 

* . 7 

During the present theatrical seasgn 
the legitimate and motion picture the- 
aters have found it necessary to follow 
this general trend of lower prices and 
reduced their admission charges in order 
to get patronage. They have found this 
a means of increasing box-office receipts. 
They argue that it is much better for 
them to have, let us say, two-thirds of 
a house at a fair admission price than 
a one-third house or less at the top scale 
which had been in vogue for several 
years. In the outdoor amusement field 
we find that many fairs had larger at- 
tendance last year thru a lowering of 
gate prices. 

* ° . 

Last season was not a good one for 
circuses in general, only a few of them 
realizing a profit. Some shows had very 
reasonable admission prices, while others 
sti)l retained prices that to most people 
seemed excessive when conditions as a 
whole are taken into consideration. We 
grant, Mr. Circus Manager, that you and 
everyone else are in business to make 
money. But look conditions squarely in 
the face and act accordingly. Keep in 
step with the times where prices are 
concerned. 

. . o 

You want folks to patronize your 
show, and it is up to you to see that 
they do. Perhaps your matinees espe- 
cially were light in attendance last year. 
Why not try out matinee bargain prices 
as one show in particular and several 
others did last season? They reported 
good houses at the afternoon perform- 
ances. Why not give it a trial? 


HE City Council at Staunton, Va., 
has decided not to allow any more 
circuses on the fairgrounds in that 
city. The shows have been pitching 
their tents near a small lake. Some of 
the water is used by the city, and Coun- 
cil stated that as a sanitary precaution 
it will not give any more permits. Shows, 
it is said, also have been leaving the 
grounds in \very bad shape and not 
cleaning up. Thus a good show lot 
passes out of the picture. 
. . ° 


Speaking about cleaning up grounds, 
some outfits are very negligent in that 
regard. This should not be. It is pos- 
sible that the next time you want to 
engage a certain lot you will not be 
given permission to do so. It will be 
your loss. If you can’t clean up a lot 
after you have played on it, have some- 
one locally do it for you.

A. Reed was chosen campaign man- 
ager for the drive for additional funds, 
which is to take plage from April 14 to 


17, inclusive. Henry K. Greene was se- 
lected as treasurer. 

The meeting was enthusiastic. Plans 
for operating the park were explained 
and the benefits derived from such a ven- 
ture were pointed out. 

It is planned to have a general play- 


ground night, which will be open to the 
public, this to be held at the Lycoming 
soon after Easter and to serve as a pep 
meeting for the drive. It was explained 
that $16,000 in stock and about $80,900 
in bonds will be available. 

In addition to having the big play- 
ground night at the hotel, a meeting 
with all of the manufacturers of the city 
is planned, at which time the value of 
the new park will be shown. 

A model of the casino to be erected at 
the park was on display at Monday 
night's meeting. A big dancing pavilion 
on the second floor, with a large amount 
of open space around the sides for a

Four members of IAFE Standing Committee discuss dis- 
semination of agricultural information with Washington 
officials—increased appropriation recommended 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—After what was termed by mem- 
bers of the committee present one of the most fruitful meetings of 
that character yet held, the third annual conference here of the 
standing committee on Government exhibits of the International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions, adjourned following a visit 


to Secretary of Agriculture 
Arthur M. Hyde, and the submit- 
ting to him of recommendations 
touching the activity of the di- 
vision of exhibits of the depart- 
ment.

East Texas Is 


Expected To Aid State Fair 


DALLAS, March 28.—Preliminary plans 
for the 1931 State Fair of Texas, which 
will be the 45th annual exposition, in- 
clude the conversion of two old buildings 
for new purposes, an enlarged live-stock 
department and increased facilities for 
a greater agriculture show, it has been 
announced here by T. E. Jackson, whosis 
now serving his third term as president 
of the Texas institution. 

The live-stock show will again be di- 
vided into beef cattle week and dairy 
week. The big feature of the beef cattle 
week will be the third annual feeder 
show and sale, plans for which are to 
make this one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of the 193] exposition. The show 
is sponsored by the Texas Breeder-Feeder 
Association, which has recently reported 
more than 200,000 head of live stock on 
feed in Texas at the present time, by 
far the largest number of live stock ever 
fed in this State on home-grown feed. 

President Jackson and the entertain- 
ment committee, which consists of E. J. 
Kiest, Harry Olmsted and Rosser Coke, 
have been busy during the last few 
weeks on the auditorium attraction for 
the 1931 exposition. The field now seems 
to be narrowed down to The Three Little 
Girls, an Operetta produced by the Shu- 


berts, which has been a hit in Chicago, 
and an original production by Bobby 
Connelly, which will have its premiere 
at the State Fair of Texas should the 
directors accept Connelly’s proposition. 


The Beckmann & Gerety World's Best 
Shows will again occupy the midway. As 
yet officials have not closed for a rodeo 
production in the live-stock arena. The 
football schedule, which will be played 
in the 46,200-seat stadium built last 
year, will consist of four intercollegiate 
games in the afternoon and eight inter- 
scholastic games at night. 


President Jackson is greatly enthused 
over the prospects of having the 1931 
exposition the banner fair of the 45 
years of the institution. “We are at 
work on many new and nove! features,” 
he said, “and believe that after one year 
of depression the people of Texas will 
be more anxious than ever to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to visit their 
State fair. The oil boom in East Texas 
also will help our exposition, as it has 
brought many new faces who have never 
seen our State fair. We expect to get 
a goodly patronage from this section of 
the State, as it is but a few hours’ drive 
to and from these new oil fields.”

AURORA, IIL, March 28,—A 
number of important innovations 
are to be made this year by the 
Central States Fair and Exposi- 
tion, it is announced by M. E. 
(Pat) Bacon, recently appointed 
general manager. Plans now un- 
der way are expected to make the 
10th annual fair at Exposition 
Park the greatest yet held, Man- 
ager Bacon states.

ed 
At Yorktown Event 


Approximiately 200,000 people are ex- 
pected to attend the 150th anniversary 
of the surrender of Cornwallis at York- 
town, Va., next October, according to A. 
R. Rogers, who is director of the cele- 
bration, some details of which appeared 
on page 3 of The Billboard of March 21. 

“The National Park Service is buying 
up large tracts of land at Yorktown, 
making a National Monument, which I 
call a park,” says Rogers. “They have 
been working on it for some time and 
will spend mafy millions on it. 

“The program will consist of addresses 
from prominent men in this country and 
Europe. The President of the United 
States will deliver an oration. The four 
great pageants to be given will be as 
fine or finer than anything ever given 
before in our country. There will be 
over 20,000 grand-stand seats on the 
pageant field.” 

“Your readers,” continues Rogers, “will 
be interested in the great fireworks dis- 
play, the use of tent cities, concessions 
and the Colonial Fair. The fair will be 
@ reproduction of the fairs and harvest 
festivals given during the Colonial peri- 
od, but no midway as we have today in 
our fairs.” 

Rogers was formerly connected with 
Grand Central Palace, New York City, 
as manager. Upon leaving that office 
he became director of the Massachusetts 
Bay Tercentenary Celebration, which 
drew about 8,000,000 people to Massa- 
chusetts last spring, summer and fall. 
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Wilmington’s First 
In Several Years 


WILMINGTON, N. C., March 28.— 
Preparations are under way here for one 
of the biggest five-county fairs ever 
given in this section of Southeast North 
Carolina. There has been no fair or out- 
door celebration here in more than seven 
years with the exception of the Feast of 
Pirates (amateur). This fair will have 
the backing of the Southeastern Poultry 
Farm Exchange, also the Chamber of 
Commerce, county agents of the five 
counties and all booster clubs of the 
city. 

“The Inslun Power interests have 
taken over the mills here,” C. W. Hol- 
lowbush, secretary-manmager of the fair, 
said, “and in a few days they will be in 
full blast. The Atlantic Coast Line has 
its headquarters here with a big payroll, 
and with this city and county alone with 
a population of 45,000, not counting the 
other four counties, it looks like a 
knockout. The Inslun people have given 
us the beautiful Bellmy Park free of 
charge, and as it is in the heart of the 
city and is complete with grand stands 
and other buildings, you can’t beat it. 

“There will be no horse racing, as the 
money that would have to be used for a 
few old selling platers will be put to 
use for up-to-date acts and novelties. 
The dates will be October 19-24—-school 
children free, and Saturday for the col- 
ored folks.” .

Stuart, High-Wire Ariisi, 
Gets Judgment for $275 


O. K. Stuart, high-wire artist, has been 
awarded judgment for $275 against Ernie 
Young, Roxey LaRose, Orville LaRose and 
Progressive Enterprises, Inc., in Common 
Pleas Court, Tulsa, Okla. Stuart had 
been engaged to appear at the Interna- 
tional] Petroleum Exposition, Tulsa, last 
October. claiming a salary of $375, with 
$100 of this amount paid in advance. 
The suit was for the balance. F. J. 
Lucas, of Tulsa, acted as counsel for 
Stuart, and in commenting on the case 
in a letter to the latter March 19, said: 
“I have been unable to collect this judg- 
ment up to this date, but we are going 
to take proceedings to bring the gar- 
nishee before the court to determine 
whether or not they are liable under 
the garnishment that was served on 
them.” 

Stuart, also thru Lucas, sued Roxey 
LaRose and Orville LaRose, claiming 
damages for unlawful attachment, and 
in commenting on this Lucas said: 
“The court sustained a motion and dis- 
charged a garnishment in this case. 
There has been no judgment rendered in 
it, and probably could not be without 
your presence. I would recommend dis- 
missal of this case unless you care to 
make a trip to Tulsa for the purpose of 
securing judgment.” 

In granting Stuart judgment in the 
suit against Young, the two LaRoses and 
Progressive Enterprises, Inc., the court 
said: “It is therefore ordered, adjudged 
and decreed that the plaintiff have and 
recover judgment of and from the de- 
fendants and each of them in the prin- 
cipal sum of $275, together with the cost 
of this action, and it is further ordered, 
adjudged and decreed that the garnish- 
ment heretofore issued in the above en- 
titled cause be and is hereby sustained, 
and the International Petroleum Exposi- 
tion and W. B. Way are ordered hereby 
to pay into this court all money now in 
their possession or in their possession at 
the time of filing of the suit for the 
benefit of the plaintiff herein.”

Department of Agriculture, of which the 
Division of Exhibits is a part, with sev- 
eral of his assistants, participated in the 
conferentes. 

Chairman Danziger, in discussing with 
a@ representative of The Billboard results 
of the conferences held, said the confer- 
ence was developed three years ago for

Show me a rink that has too many 
racing events and I will, 9 times out of 
10, show you a rink lacking in manage- 
ment dug to the inability of the floor 
men to control the skaters after they see 
a race. It’s only natural that the floor

being fast and the spirit within, they 
want to make a mile in nothing. Not 
only that, but a great many rink owners 
use the wrong non-slip floor surfacer 
with the result that after a race the 
place is so dusty many prefer to leave 
before the end of the session. I hope 
I won't be misquoted in this statement. 
I am not opposed to championship speed 
races. On the other hand, I rather en- 
courage them, but the proper time for 
races is usually March and April, the 
windup of the season. Rink owners and 
managers apparently don't know there 
are Many novelty features and box-office 
attractions that are seasonable and 
would in many cases draw larger and 
better crowds. What the patrons want 
is variety—something new and different. 
Looking at races night in and night out 
thruout the season soon takes the at- 
tractiveness away from a rink, larger or 
small. I once told Roland Cioni, the 
greatest speed skater of all time, that 
if he were to stay at a hotel 365 days a 
year at $5 a day and travel he would 
owe the hotel money at the end of the 
season if he had to depend on his pro- 
fession ag a world champion. Tell the 
boys in the East for me to stop making 
such large side bets and threats. It’s 
beginning to look like the rink business 
is flourishing the way those managers 
carelessly bet a thousand dollars. Get- 
ting back to all seriousness, regardless of 
what Ed Mooar, Professor Vernor or the 
governor of Ohio thinks, you cant take 
anything away from Cioni where cham- 
pions are considered. He not only gave 
wonderful exhibitions wherever he ap- 
peared, but always had in mind the 
owner of the rink and did everything 
that was in his power to see that the 
race meet was a success from a financial 
standpoint. However, I am frank in 
saying I think with a city (and rink) 
the size of New York Roland too would 
find the throngs more enthused and 
business more profitable if he gave them 
practical novelty features and less rac- 
ing. Maybe I’m wrong. However, it 
warrants consideration and thought.”

Board To Lift Carnival Ban 


Newspaper editorial comments favorably on action and 
offers logical argument—matter not settled — civic 
official urges rescinding prohibitive measure 


In accordance with public sentiment and deduction in many 
other localities, that carnivals at intervals not only provide changes 
in entertainment, even free amusement to those of the populace 
who cannot afford or do not wish to directly patronize their at- 
tractions, but also spend appreciable amounts of money where they 


exhibit, citizens of Queensbury, 
near Glens Falls, N. Y., recently 
petitioned their town board to lift 
measures there hampering the 
visits of these outdoor amusement 
organizations. 

Incidental to this, The Post-Star, of 
Glens Falls, in its edition of March 
26 had the following editorial comment, 
headed “Too Strict Medicine”: 

“A petition signed by 147 residents of 
the town of Queensbury ‘has memorial- 
ized the town board to rescind a ban on 
carnivals, established a year ago after 
State troopers made a raid upon a tent 
show. 

“It would seem that banning all car- 
nivalis because one carnival was raided 
is pretty drastic legal medicine, and that 
a certain amounof antidote may well 
be administered. 

“Carnival shows are for the most part 
harmless and entertaining amusements, 
and to the extent that they can thus be 
described, are beneficial promotions. The 
objectionable features of these shows can 
readily be eliminated if a person in 
authority will make the slight effort 
necessary to accomplish this end. There 
is little doubt that if carnival promoters 
are authoritatively notified before they

N TWO occasions during the last 14 
months the writer has_ received 
communications relative to a former 

road man, of late years moving about in 
a wheel chair and residing in a city west 
of the Mississippi River, who apparently 
caused noticeable restraint to the mid- 
ways of large carnivals playing the fair 
at “his”? town. Both missives seemed to 
be “excusing” his actions on the grounds 
that he had not received the courtesies 
and consideration he had thought due 
him from some show manager or man- 
agers. There are “two sides to every 
incident”. If te party in question was 
knowingly, directly or indirectly, re- 
sponsible for unwarrantable hardships to 
the personnels of the shows concerned, 
his attitude surely did not smack of 
consideration for the road folks other 
than the managements, to say the least. 
His incapacitation, of course, is indeed 
regrettable. Also his seemingly revenge- 
ful spirit. 


HE ideas of some people that mid- 

ways do not need attractions en- 

tirely mew as features cannot be 
termed “antiquated”, because many 
years ago it was the aim and effort of 
nearly all individual show owners to 
produce and present something out- 
standingly different and “better” than 
their fellow bidders for public patron- 
age. In those days, however, individuals 
planned, built, owned and operated their 
presentations and booked them with 
organizations— the company manage-~ 
ments, with very few exceptions, didn’t 
have so much as a nickel invested in 
them. How changed is the situation 
these days! 

Of late years it has been up to the 
company owners to provide the tents, 
fronts, etc—usually slight revampings 
of “stereotyped” outfits (they couldn't 
be expected to do better for somebody 
else’s show), and the attraction producer 
in most instances put in  veritably 
“stereotyped” performances—the “course 
of least resistance”! The change has 
almost eliminated keen interest and re- 
ceipts-getting rivalry. 

In these days of the populace con- 
tinuously, nervously looking for “some- 
thing different” (quite noticeably so), to 
say that innovations are not badly 
needed is nothing short of silly deduc- 
tion—and that impression is not gained 
by this writer thru sitting in an office 
and “imagining”, as some might infer. 
They need not be “heavy investments” 
(altho at least one big feature on each 
midway would be practical), just so they 
are “something different” and attract 
multiplying interest.

are now up against it, was given recently 
when he put his foot down on permitting 
an unlimited number of Chicago agents 
to come east under established fran- 
chises. It is unlikely at this time that 
immediate relief will be forthcoming 
thru the addition of junior houses to 
the Sixth Floor’s books, altho this has 
been under discussion for some time. 

Freeman will make another attempt, 
the previous one having been made at 
the start of last winter, to get theater 
jobs for most of the agents whom the 
parade has passed by. He is reported to 
be consulting frequently with Joseph 
Plunkett and Nate Blumberg on this 
matter. The tragic aspect of the dilemma 
of most of the agents crowded out of the 
running by the diminution of playing 
time, according to Freeman, is that they 
are unsuited for anything else other than 
theater jobs and agenting. Under no 
circumstances, according to an authentic 


‘source, will Freeman allow any more 
agent shakeups. 
In order to remove the _ slightest 


suspicion of certain agents being favored 
above others, Preeman has issued in- 
structions to his entire booking staff that 
special efforts be made to use material 
submitted by the smaller agents. Ray 
Hodgdon is acting as Freeman’s contact 
in carrying out this order. 

Explaining the practical monopoly of 
Sixth Floor business by such agencies 
as Jack Curtis, Weber-Simon, Charles 
Morrison and several others, Freeman 
stated that it has always been the case 
that as soon as acts learn an agent has a 
good list of acts they flock to him. The 
agencies now on top of the heap started 
with big lists and the rest of their acts 
joined the procession. He wants the pro- 
fession to know that he will thoroly in- 
vestigate any complaints of favoritism. 
So far as he knows every booker on the 
floor is buying with their eyes on mate- 
rial, and not on the agents who sell it

department has been exerting every effort 
to tie up its houses with their respective 
communities by active participation in 
the social sides of such organizations as 
the Rotary and Kiwanis. Even now in 
the vicinity of the home office the ban 
against performers appearing gratis at 
benefits and private shows is lifted fre- 
quently for special organizations in an 
attempt to gain good will. Circuit of- 
ficials, so far as is known, have always 
favored the service ciub luncheon idea 
because it does not infringe to an ap- 
preciable extent on the spare time of 
artists and helps to bring the house 
manager in closer touch with the sub- 
stantial business men of his community. 

In recent communications to house 
managers Publix and Fox have laid stress 
on the value of managers becoming an 
integral part of their communities. The 
newspaper space angle was not touched 
upon in these communications because 
it was figured that these activities come 
under the head of good will, and not 
exploitation solely designed to land a few 
inches of news space in the dailies.

in Harlem Court, in the Appellate 
Division inquiry, revealed a large group 
of racketeers attempting to use the court 
to graft on street peddlers, hawkers and 
small-store proprietors. Numerous wit- 
nesses declared that they were ‘framed’ 
on trumped-up charges and haled into 
court When they refused to submit to 
extortion. So general were these charges 
that Irving Ben Cooper, assistant counsel 
directing the interrogations, decided to 
search the dockets of Harlem Court as 
far back’ as 1927 and subpoena certain 
defendants. The testimony, taken pri- 
vately, strongly indicated that the 
‘padrone’ system, thought to have been 
stamped out in the city, is thriving 
again not only in Harlem, but on the 
lower East Side. The ‘padrone’ system 
forces pushcart peddlers and street hawk- 
ers to pay the politically influential not 
only for permission to sell their wares, 
but for favored positions on the street. 
Dozens of pushcart peddlers and small 
merchants have told of it. It was said 
that when they appeared in court on 
‘framed’ charges that they were always 
solicited by the same lawyers and the 
same bondsmen. Investigators for the 
inquiry yesterday were examining the 
record of Magistrate Edward Weil, who 
was interrogated Saturday and will be 
questioned again, in an effort to de- 
termine with what frequency he has 
been reversed by higher courts.”
